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It is impossible to foresee the final results of the curt 
ismissal of Lord Dundonald, the general commanding 
the Canadian militia and British regular forces in Can- 
da, but the affair seems likely to be followed by serious 
onsequences. As we noted last week, the immediate 
cause of Lord Dundonald’s dismissal was his earnest 
rotest against political interference in military affairs, 
hich he denounced as prejudicial to the extensive militia 
<ystem which he has labored so earnestly to establish 
u the interest of Canadian defense. The reply to his 
objection was the issue of an order relieving him from 
-ommand, several members of the Government, including 
ihe Premier, Sir Wilfred Laurier, resenting his remarks 
n the ground that he was a “foreigner” and a “strang- 
er.’ Now that he is free to speak his mind, Lord Dun- 
ionald is saying things which must be anything but 
pleasing to those who ousted him. He declares that the 
militia has been deliberately starved by the Dominion 
(iovernment, that the truth of the situation has been 
withheld from the people, and that Prime Minister 
Laurier, while pretending to favor liberal treatment for 
he military establishment, has in fact tried his best 
‘o stifle it. Making all due allowance for his natural 
resentment against what he regards as exceedingly shab- 
ly treatment, Lord Dundonald’s public expressions will 
hardly be passed over by the Canadians as merely those 
of a disgruntled officer. In one of his recent statements 
he calls attention to the fact that the Canadians are 
without guns, rifles, ammunition or equipment, and that 
other than military reasons influence the choice and ad- 
vancement of military leaders. He also says: “I desire 
tere emphatically to warn the people of Canada that 
hough they may be indebted for the integrity of their 
ierritory, and, indeed, their national existence to the for- 
hearance of others, they are, as regards their preparation 
or war and their state of readiness to successfully resist 
aggression, living in a fool’s paradise.” 





The Walter Reed Memorial Association (incorporated), 
has for its object the raising of a fund sufficient to secure 
2 permanent memorial to the late Major Walter Reed, 
surgeon, U.S.A., who planned and directed the experi- 
ments which demonstrated that yellow fever is trans- 
mitted by mosquitoes and can be suppressed by efficient 
sanitary measures. The researches in yellow fever have 
»yeen pronounced by an eminent authority as the most 
valuable contribution to medicine and public hygiene 
which has ever been made in this country with the ex- 
ception of the discovery of anaesthesia, and is classed as 
almost equal in value with vaccination and asepsis. 
Dr. Reed’s discovery received immediate recognition, 
and put him in the front rank of scientific men, side by 
side with the great benefactors of mankind. Degrees 
were conferred upon him, and learned societies honored 
him. He was recommended to Congress by Secretary 
Root for advancement to the rank of colonel, but before 
this could be done he died a victim of appendicitis and 
»verwork. Congress in recognition of the great value of 
ais services voted a special pension to his widow. Con- 
tributions to the memorial fund may be sent to the 
treasurer, Charles T. Bell, president American Security 
and Trust Company, Washington, D.C.; President Gil- 
man of the Carnegie Institute, is president of the Associa- 
tion; Gen. G. M. Sternberg, U.S.A., vice-president, 
and Gen. C. DeWitt, U.S.A., secretary. 
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In the habeas corpus case of Harris, recently referred 
to the Court of Appeals, D.C., the court says with refer- 
ence to the status of the Marine Corps: “It cannot be 
considered as a distinct military organization, indepen- 
dent of the Department of the Army and the Navy, 
and under the supervision and control of neither of them, 





having no superior outside of its own officers, except the 
President. Such a position is at war with the whole pol- 
icy of the distribution of power among the executive de- 
partments, and while it may be true that it is not so 
exclusively a part of the Navy as ships and navy yards 
are, yet its general supervision and control remain with 
the Navy Department. The Marine Corps, therefore, is 
not an independent organization as both Army and Navy, 
and must, therefore, in some sense, be a part of one or 
the other of the two arms of Service. In the case of 
United States vs. Dunn, the Supreme Court said: “The 
Marine Corps is a military body designed to perform 
military service, and while they are not necessarily per- 
formed on board ship, their active service in time of war 
is chiefly in the Navy, and accompanying or aiding 
naval expeditions. The statute of the United States, pre- 
scribing the duties which they may be required to per- 
form, have not been very clear in any expression which 
goes to show how far these services are to be rendered 
under the control of the officers of the Navy or of the 
Army. It is clear that they may be ordered to service 
in either branch; but we are of opinion that, taking 
all these statutes and the practice of the Government to- 
gether, they are a military body primarily belonging to 
the Navy, and under the control of the head of the Navy 
Department, with liability to be ordered to service in 
connection with the Army and in that case under the 
command of Army officers.’ ”

Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., who 
sailed for Colon June 21, to establish sanitary bases along 
the route of the projected waterway, estimates that at 
least three hundred physicians will be required on the 
isthmus while construction work is in progress. These 
physicians of course will be taken from civil life, pref- 
erence being given to young, active men who have had 
hospital experience, but it is probable that the general 
work of supervision will be placed in the hands of ex- 
perienced surgeons from the Medical Corps of the Army. 
The health problems involved in the canal project are 
so numerous and so important that the work of the 
sanitary corps under the direction of Colonel Gorgas will 
be observed with world-wide interest. To establish sani- 
tary conditions on the isthmus under which an army of 
50,000 laborers, most of them foreigners, can carry on 
the work of construction without a wasteful mortality 
rate is an undertaking that will tax sanitary science as 
heavily as the constructive problems will tax engineering 
science. The task of Colonel Gorgas is not primarily to 
cure disease, but to prevent it, and to so thoroughly 
overcome the baleful climatic conditions on the isthmus 
that the canal zone will become a safe place of perman- 
ent residence for persons from more temperate latitudes. 
[t is evident, therefore, that the sanitary corps organized 
by Colonel Gorgas may serve as an excellent training 
school for a considerable number of ambitious young 
physicians desirous of qualifying themselves for com- 
missions as surgeons in the Army and Navy. They will 
be brought into contact there with some of the most im- 
portant conditions that confront medical officers serving 
with troops in the field. 
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Several important changes in the stations and duties 
of the commissioned personnel of the Military Secre- 
tary’s Department have been ordered by Lieut. Gen. A. 
R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff. Lieut. Col. Edward Davis, 
Art. Corps, is detailed for service in the Military Secre- 
tary’s Department as Assistant Adjutant General to fill 
the vacancy caused by the relief from that duty of 
Lieut. Col. Sydney W. Taylor. Colonel Taylor is or- 
dered to Fort Riley, Kas., for duty in command of the 
Artillery sub-post there. Col. Henry P. McCain, As- 
sistant Adjutant General, is relieved from duty at the 
headquarters of the Southwestern Division and ordered 
to report for duty in the Office of the Military Secretary 
of the War Department. Three officers who have been 
stationed in the War Department in the Military Sec- 
retary’s Office have been relieved from that duty and 
ordered elsewhere. They are Lieut. Col. E. R. Hills, 
who is ordered to Manila; Lieut.-Col. James S. Pettit, 
ordered to Oklahoma City for duty in the Southwestern 
Division, and Major John F. Guilfoyle, who is ordered 
to Manila for duty. Lieut. Col. Edward Davis, who is 
now on his way to San Francisco from Manila, is or- 
dered to duty in the War Department. Major Charles 
G. Starr, Assistant Adutant General, is relieved from 
duty at the headquarters of the Department of the Bast 
and ordered to the Philippines. Major Albert Todd, 
Assistant Adjutant General, is relieved from duty in 
the Military Secretary’s Office in the War Department 
and ordered to report to the commanding general of the 
Department of the East for duty. These changes are to 
occur July 15, 1904. 
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Maior Edward C. Carter, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Com- 
missioner of Public Health of the Philippine Islands, in 
his official report for the month of March, makes the 
following disquieting statement: ‘The work of the sani- 
tary inspection of houses and premises in the city of 
Manila was greatly reduced during the month by reason 
of the discharge of about four-fifths of the native sani- 
tary inspectors for lack of appropriation for their main- 
tenance. It is understood that it was the intention of 
the Commission that a large part of the work of domi- 
ciliary inspection should hereafter be done by municipal 
police acting under orders from this office for such work, 
but so far arrangements for securing their services have 





not been perfected, and the condition of the city as to 
cleanliness has already noticeably suffered thereby.” To 
those who know how laboriously and patiently the Army 
worked, under unspeakably discouraging conditions, to 
transform Manila from a sink-hole of filth and disease 
into a cleanly and healthy community, Major Carter’s 
report is both disheartening and alarming. It indi- 
cates either that the civil authorities are ignorant of 
the costly and thankless but wonderfully successful ef- 
forts of the military administration, or that they in- 
tend that the city shall return to the old disgraceful, 
dangerous conditions under which pestilence claimed 
Manila for its own. 
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The assignment of Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich 
to succeed Rear Admiral Henry Glass in command of 
the Pacific Squadron was announced in our issue of 
June 18. Other and important changes in naval com- 
mands have been decided on at the Navy Department as 
a result of this change. Rear Admiral Glass, when re- 
lieved from the command of the Pacific Squadron, will 
succeed Rear Admiral Merrill Miller in command of the 
12th and 13th Naval Districts with headquarters at San 
Francisco. Admiral Miller will be placed on the retired 
list for age on September 13 next. Capt. William W. 
Mead will be transferred from the Newport Training 
Station to duty as commandant of the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard to succeed Rear Admiral Goodrich, and Capt. 
Charles M. Thomas, now in command of the Franklin 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard, will go to the Newport Train- 
ing Station. Although not yet definitely settled it is 
understood that Comdr. Albert C. Dillingham, now in 
command of the Detroit, will be given the assignment in 
command of the Franklin at Norfolk to succeed Captain 
Thomas. 
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The Navy Department officials have come to a sensible 
conclusion in directing that in order to afford a fair 
basis of comparison between the ships built at Govern- 
ment yards and those constructed at private establish- 
ments, Government built vessels shall hereafter be sub- 
jected to the same tests previous to being commissioned 
as those built at private yards. This should give much 
satisfaction to the private builder, for hitherto the Gov- 
ernment built ships have been commissioned and ac- 
cepted without the expense, hard work and worriments 
to which the private builders have been subjected, being 
included in a comparison of the Government work with 
that of private yards. It will not be feasible to 
decline to accept a ship laid down in a navy yard, but 
it is believed the application of the new rule will result 
in a better class of work, besides being an act of justice 
to the private builder. In addition to this the Govern- 
ment will be able to learn just what the newly built ves- 
sel is capable of doing without waiting for a commission 
trial for this information. 


Capt. Royal R. Ingersoll, U.S.N., has been designated 
for additional duty as member of General Board and also 
as a member of the Army Board of Engineers. The de- 
fense of coaling stations has given the Departments no 
little worry, and it is the desire of the War and Navy 
Departments that this board shall formulate some feas- 
ible method for the protection of the coaling depots 
scattered over the face of the globe for the benefit of our 
cruising fleets. It is not improbable that this board will 
address itself to the experience gained by the British 
government in this branch of national defense. At all 
events, it is believed that valuable data will be collected 
on the subject, and while Congress may have to authorize 
expenditures for the purpose, it is undoubtedly true that 
something will be done, and that, too, in the near future, 
for the protection of our depots of the real sinews of 
war. The assignment of Capt. Royal R. Ingersoll, 
U.S.N., for additional duty as a member of the General 
Board and also as a member of the Army Board of 
Engineers, is with reference to this important subject. 


- 
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Secretary of War Taft on June 22 made the follow- 
ing official announcement: “Upon the retirement of 
Gen, Peter C. Hains, on July 6, 1904, Col. Henry H. 
C. Dunwoodie, Signal Corps, will be appointed briga- 
dier general and retired at once. Also Lieut. Col. Peter 
Leary, jr., Art. Corps, Lieut. Col. 8. L. Woodward, 7th 
Cav., and Lieut. Col. John McK. Hyde, Quartermaster’s 
Department; after which Col. Constant Williams, 26th 
Inf., will be appointed brigadier general vice Hyde, re- 
tired.” As will be seen Colonel Williams is the per- 
manent selection for the vacancy. This is particularly 
gratifying to the Army as indicating the adoption of a 
new policy on the part of the Administration in select- 
ing for vacancies in the grade of brigadier general senior 
officers of the line of the Army. Colonel Williams, who 
has still about four years to serve before retirement, is 
at present the senior colonel of the line of the Army.

The Navy Department has received from Rear Ad- 
miral Terry, Commandant of the Naval Station at Hon- 
olulu, T.H., a very interesting report on wireless teleg- 
raphy. Admiral Terry reports that the Solace when one 
hundred miles from Honolulu sent a wireless message to 
that station which was clearly read. The message simply 
reported the position of the Solace. At a distance of 
one hundred and seventy-five miles the Solace was still 
sending messages to Honolulu, which could not be read 
but which were indicated at the Naval Station, 
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Judge Advocate General Davis has decided that Lieut. 
Nathaniel E. Bower of the Corps of Engineers, who was 
killed by lightning on June 13, died a 1st lieutenant 
and not a 2d lieutenant as was claimed by the Military 
Secretary’s Office. This decision has been approved by 
the Secretary of War and will operate to promote 2d 
Lieut. U. 8. Grant, 3d, to be 1st lieutenant on June 11, 
1904, as a result of the retirement of Colonel Raymond; 
and 2d Lieut. J. L. Schley to be 1st lieutenant, vice 
Bower, on June 13, 1904. In his opinion on this ques- 
tion General Davis says: “It appears that the right of 
the deceased officer to promotion had fully accrued on 
April 23, 1904, on which date a vacancy occurred in the 
grade of ist lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers, to 
which he was entitled to succeed in view of his seniority. 
He had passed the professional examination prescribed 
by law and had been qualified for promotion, and had 
thus fulfilled all the conditions precedent to advance- 
ment; and it became the duty of the President on that 
day, and on every succeeding day, to accomplish such ad- 
vancement by issuing an appropriate appointment. The 
responsibility for the delay which ensued was chargeable, 
not to the officer, but to the Department. On June 13, 
1904, a recess appointment as Ist lieutenant of Engi- 
neers was signed by the President; on the same day the 
officer was killed, presumably in the performance of his 
duty. The appointment was signed by the President on 
the day of the officer’s death, and the death occurred at 
2:30 p.m., Eastern time; but the inclosed statement does 
not show the precise hour at which the appointment was 
signed. It has been seen, however, that the Executive 
became charged with the duty of appointment on April 
23, fifty-one days before it was finally performed, and 
it was the duty of the Executive to make the appoint- 
ment, not only on each of those fifty-one days, but on 
each hour of each day, until execution was had. On 
June 13, it may, therefore, be presumed, that the duty so 
charged was performed in the early part of the day and, 
as the presumption of performance attaches to each hour 
from midnight, when the day began, it may be assumed 
that the appointment was signed at an earlier hour than 
2:30 p.m., the instant of Lieutenant Bower's death, * * * 
It would seem that the office of 1st lieutenant of En- 
gineere with rank from April 23, 1904, the date when 
his right to promotion had accrued, vested in Lieutenant 
Bower when the recess appointment was signed by the 
President (June 13, 1904); and it is the opinion of this 
office that the records of the Military Secretary’s Office 
should show that he was promoted to the grade of Ist 
lieutenant with rank, as such, from April 23, 1904; and 
that the recess commission should be held subject to the 
demand of the proper representatives of the deceased or 
of his estate.”

An Army officer writes us saying: “The new regula- 
tions, according to your issue of June 11, provide: ‘Be- 
ing at left shoulder arms, 1. order, 2. arms. Grasp 
piece with right hand at the small of the stock; (two), 
take the position of port arms, ete.” This provides that 
you come to the port in two counts, which is the natural 
division, since the movement consists of two separate 
motions, It is also provided in coming from left shoulder 
arms to present arms. But just below, in the new 
manual, we have the command: ‘Being at left shoulder 
arms, 1. port, 2. arms. Grasp the piece with the right 
hand at the small of the stock and take the position of 
port arms.’ This is given in one count, although con- 
sisting of two separate motions, thus making a very 
difficult movement and one which it is almost impossible 
to execute in cadence. In coming from the left shoulder to 
the port the two motions should be executed in two counts, 
which is the natural way and which is actually pre- 
scribed in the two examples first cited. The same error 
is made in the old manual of arms in coming from the 
port to the right shoulder. This is done at present in 
only two counts, although the movement consists of three 
separate and distinct motions and ought to be executed 
in three counts. At the first count the hand should be 
simply carried to the heel of the piece; the two follow- 
ing motions would then be the same as in coming from 
the order or present to the right shoulder. As it is we 
have the first two motions combined and given as one, 
in one count. Even should it be possible to execute this 
motion in fair cadence it is awkward, combining as it 
does two motions which should be executed in two sep- 
arate counts, thus making three counts in coming from 
the port to the right shoulder, instead of two as at 
present. These two corrections would make a perfect 
manual of arms. They are so simple and self-evident 
that it seems only to be necessary to bring the errors to 
the notice of the division of the General Staff having 


this matter in charge.”

In an article in the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution urging uniform drill for the Army and Navy, 
Capt. Theodore H. Low, U.S.M.C., points out that such 
an arrangement would be particularly welcome to the 
marines for the reason that it would relieve them of the 
necessity of having to practice two forms of drill. But 
leaving the Marine Corps out of the discussion, Captain 
Low contends that the fact that the Navy is not likely 
to be called upon to serve ashore with the Army in no 
way justifies a continuance of non-uniformity in drills. 
Present conditions tend to draw the two services closer 
and closer together, and to increase their chances of 
serving, if not shoulder to shoulder, at least within sup- 





porting distance of one another, in which case the closer 
the ties and the greater similarity in their methods the 
more effective their co-operation will be. ‘Were it pos- 
sible for the board on the revision of the drill regulations 
to consider the needs of the naval service,” says Captain 
Low, “it is felt that there could be no claim made that 
the drill regulations were not adapted to Navy use. In- 
deed, it should be fully recognized that’ the infantry drill 
is not alone for the use of the regular infantry but of 
all the national forces, including the National Guard, 
artillery and cavalry, as well as the Navy and Marine 
Corps. The necessity of having it so flexible as to be 
fitted for the use of these arms surely serves to render 
the drill adaptable for navy use as well. Surely the 
Navy needs no ‘easier-to-learn’ drill than does the Na- 
tional Guard, nor one simpler than does the artillery, 
nor one of greater permanence than does the cavalry. 
As far as permanence goes, the Navy themselves have 
been the greatest offenders of late years anyway, having 
practiced a number of systems of drill within the last 
dozen years. As simplicity is now the watchword, uni- 
formity as well as permanency should be assured, and the 
new drill book should be fitted for the use of all, afloat 
as well as ashore.” 

Col. George Earl Church, a veteran of our Civil War, 
now resident in London, is vice-president of the Royal 
Geographical Society and a recognized authority on the 
subject of the geography and commerce of South Ameri- 
ca, where he spent many years of his early life in engi- 
neering work and exploration. In an article appearing 
in the Geographical Journal for May, Colonel Church 
gives an interesting aceount of the region of South West- 
ern Amazonia, where is gathered two-thirds of the world’s 
product of India rubber, amggounting altogether to one 
hundred millions of dollars. He follows this with an 
account of the “Treaty of Petropolis,” concluded be- 
tween Brazil and Bolivia Nov. 17, 1903, and recently 
ratified by the two republics. This treaty transfers to 
Brazil 73,720 square miles of rich territory and to Bo- 
livia 886 square miles, Bolivia receiving as additional 
compensation ten millions of dollars which she intends 
to devote principally to the construction of railways and 
other works tending to better communications and the 
development of commerce with Brazil. Brazil for her 
part is to build within four years the Madeira and Mo- 
moré railway with a branch to Villa-Bella in Bolivia. 
The two countries have designated the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society of London as umpire in any dispute that 
may arise as to the demarcation of the new boundary 
lines. Colonel Church anticipates great results from this 
treaty which “is characterized by broad and far-reach- 
ing statesmanship which is a credit to the government 
of both countries.” It goes far, he tells us, “towards 
making the great inland reservoir of the Amazon an in- 
ternational sea, to be used in common by all the republics 
which have rivers flowing into it. It holds out the hand 
of good fellowship between the descendants of Portugese 
and Spaniards, and promises to break down many of the 
prejudices which they unhappily took with them to the 
new world.’ This is a most fortunate consummation and 
one that intimately concerns the peace and prosperity of 
several of our sister republics of South America.

A handy fleet roster of the Asiatic Fleet, commanded 
by Rear Admiral P. H. Cooper, has been issued under date 
of Cavite, May 5, 1904, from on board the flagship Wis- 
consin. The roster gives the names of all the officers at- 
tached to vessels and shore stations on the Asiatic Station, 
including the officers of the Marine Corps. The officers 
of the Navy on duty numbered two rear admirals, five 
captains, thirteen commanders, twenty-two lieutenant 
commanders, fifty lieutenants, seven lieutenants, junior 
grade; thirty ensigns, forty-four midshipmen, three medi- 
cal inspectors, eleven surgeons, three P.A. surgeons, ten 
assistant surgeons, one pay inspector, eight paymasters, 
eight P.A. paymasters, six assistant paymasters, one 
chaplain, one assistant naval constructor, one civil en- 
gineer, fourteen boatswains, ten gunners, nine carpenters, 
thirty warrant machinists, one pharmacist, one mate, 
and fifteen pay clerks. Of the Marine Corps there were 
one colonel, two lieutenant colonels, five majors, sixteen 
captains, twenty 1st lieutenants, and seventeen 2d lieu- 
tenants. The following comprise the personal staff of 
Rear Admiral Cooper: Chief of staff, Capt. Richardson 
Clover; flag lieutenant and aide, Lieut. Victor Blue; 
aides, Lieut. Francis Boughter, and Ensign H. L. Wy- 
man; fleet staff engineer Lieut. Comdr. T. W. Kinkaid; 
gunnery officer, Lieut. Francis Boughter; surgeon, Med. 
Inspr. E, H. Green; marine officer, Major George Bar- 
nett. The naval station at Cavite was in command of 
Comdr. York Noel. Col. F. H. Harrington, U.S.M.C., 
was in command of the 1st Brigade of marines at Cavite, 
with Lieut. Col. Paul St.C. Murphy commanding the Ist 
Regiment, with an enlisted strength of 443 men. Capt. 
A. R. Couden, U.S.N., was in command of the Naval 
Station at Olongapo, Subig Bay, with the 2d Regiment of 
marines, in command of Major C. A. Doyen, comprising 
638 men.

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Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, commanding the At- 
lantic Division, was in Washington this week for the 
purpose of consulting with the Secretary of War and 
the Chief of Staff, relative to his new assignment to com- 
mand the Philippine Division, and to make final ar- 
rangements for the Army maneuvers scheduled to take 





place at Manassas, Va., in September. General Corbin 
does not leave for Manila until after these maneuvers, 
which he will command in person. It may be stated, in 
order to set at rest all speculation on the point, that 
General Corbin did not ask to be assigned to the com- 
mand of the Philippines Division, but when it came to 
him he accepted it as a soldier should without any ob- 
jection. The assignment was made by the President 
personally, who desired General Corbin in the Philip- 
pines to assist Secretary Taft in carrying out his Philip- 
pine policy. In regard to General Corbin’s successor in 
the command of the Atlantic Division it has now been 
practically decided that if General MacArthur does not 
desire to make a change from his present command Major 
yeneral Wade will be given the Atlantic Division upon 
his return from the Philippines. It is understood that 
Major General Bates desires to retain his present com- 
mand.

If the first number of “The Far East,” a monthly 
magazine published in New York next door to the Army 
and Navy Journal, in the interests of Japan, is 
a fair sample of the work proposed, the new pub- 
lication: seems destined to a large place in the 
esteem of American readers.

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We alluded briefly last week to the address on “The 
Naval Strength of the United States,” delivered by Rear 
Admiral George W. Melville, U.S.A., retired, before the 
Franklin Institute of Philadelphia on the evening of 
June 15. “Our Navy,” Admiral Melville further said, 
“is not as strong as it should be, but the increase should 
be progressive. While the affection of the country for 
the Navy has progressively increased in the past ten 
years, there is a strong reason for the fact that it is not 
as easy for the average young man to obtain a com- 
mission in the Navy as it is in the Army. The gate to a 
commission in the Navy should be opened wider, and I 





know of no better way than by permitting the graduates ~ 


of technological schools, who possess military aptitude, to 
compete for commissions in the Service. The military 
call of the coming century will be a demand for the 
selection of those trained to execute technical work to 
qualify themselves so that when the call to arms comes 
they may be fitted to assume military responsibilities.”

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The War Department has received the reports of the 
board of officers which, in accordance with the law, 
examined the officers of the Porto Rican Infantry for 
reappointment in that regiment. Only four officers of 
the regiment failed to qualify and two were found 
“slightly deficient,” but have been recommended for re- 
appointment. Those who completely failed are Asst. 
Surg. Simon Moret, jr., Capts. Charles B. Kerney, Paul 
Wuttke and George C. Broome, Asst. Surg. Jose Lugo- 
Vina and Capt. Charles H. Hamilton were reported 
slightly deficient, but recommended for reappointment. 
The matter of reappointment of these officers will be 
held in abeyance pending the receipt by the War Depart- 
ment of their examination papers.

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The cruise of the Tacoma in search of the missing 
steamer Conemaugh is a novelty in respect to the area 
to be covered by the search. The instructions given to 
Captain Nicholson, in command of the Tacoma, are 
necessarily very general. The Conemaugh left a Chilian 
port several months ago, and nothing has been heard of 
her up to this time. The Tacoma will sail from Coronel, 
in Chili, and following the probable course of a steamer 
hound for Santa Lucia, West Indies, endeayor to ob- 
tain some information which may clear up the mystery 
of the long missing steamer. The Conemaugh had some 
forty passengers on board in addition to her regular 
crew.

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After the great success which attended the trip of the 
flotilla of torpedoboat destroyers to the Asiatic Station, 
the Navy Department has about decided that it will be 
feasible to send a flotilla of little torpedoboats to the 
Philippines by the way of the Suez canal. Although 
the plans for the organization of this flotilla have not as 
yet been definitely made by the Bureau of Navigation, 
it may be stated upon the best of authority that such a 
flotilla will leave this country for Manila some time 
within the next three months. An official announcement 
of the vessels selected, their convoy and the officers of 
the flotilla, may be expected soon.

Mr. John B. Jackson, a graduate of the Naval Acad- 
emy, class of 1883, who resigned in 1886, writes us 
from the American Legation at Athens, June 4, 1904, 
saying of the article by Mr. Alexander Harvey in our 
issue of May 21: “As an American, I am a believer in 
the Monroe Doctrine, and both as an American and as 
an ex-naval officer, [ am in favor of increasing our 
Navy, but I am equally opposed to the publication of 
such letters as ‘"Germany’s Feeling Toward America,’ as 
a means to an end. For twelve years I was a member 
of our embassy at Berlin, and I associated with many 
Germans during that time. In Germany there are 
‘jingoes’ as there are with us, but I am convinced that 
trouble between the United States and Germany, under 
existing conditions would be entirely of our own making. 
I de not anticipate trouble, because I believe in our own 
good sense in spite of our jingoes.” Mr. Jackson has 
been so long abroad that he is apparently out of touch 
with American sentiment. We know of no jingoes such 
as he refers to; that is a class hostile to Germany and 
disposed to provoke trouble with that country. We have 
never heard an American express any feeling of hostility 
to Germany. Officers of the Government with whom we 
have conversed, including one who, in the course of his of- 
ficial duty, came in contact with a large number of the 
principal manufacturers of Germany, agree with 
others who have formed their impressions outside of 
German official circles, that there is in Germany 
much hostile feeling toward the United States. This is 
ascribed in part to commercial and manufacturing rival- 
ries, and in part to a sentiment of dislike of the Ameri- 
ean beeause of his supposed bumptiousness and ag- 
gressive qualities. The fact should not be overlooked 
tha: German impressions of the American character are 
derived in no small part from Germans naturalized in 
America and revisiting their native land. They can 
talk German and thus enter into intercourse with those 
they meet in traveling which the average native Ameri- 
can cannot do. As to the article by Mr. Harvey, it was 
signed by the author and expressed his individual opinion 
which others may or may not accept. The opinion of 
Mr. Jackson is certainly entitled to great weight as an 
expression to the contrary, and we publish it with pleas- 
ure. Mr. Jackson was for many years Secretary of Em- 
bassy at Berlin.

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'nspector General Burton recently made an interesting 
recommendation relative to the assignment of Military 
Academy cadets to the Cavalry arm of the Service which 
hos been approved, and will govern the policy of the 
War Department in the future. General Burton reports 
as follows: “I have the honor to invite your attention 


to the fact that not an inconsiderable number of officers 
of the Cavalry branch of the line are incapacitated for 
eficient service therein mainly through three causes, 
which are classified as follows: First. Those who are 
timid, or at least are not confident as to that management 
of the horse that stimulates boldness and daring and the 
qualities which promise positive results in hazardous en- 
terprises, such as the Cavalry are frequently called up- 
on to perform. This kind of disqualification paralyzes 
the units commanded by such officers. Second. Those 
individuals who have no love of, nor admiration for the 
horse, qualities which beget affection from an animal 
and make him tractable to the aims of his rider, and 
make for the spirit of esprit de corps, without which no 
command ean be held in high esteem for efficiency. 
Third. Overweight and malformation. Excessive weight 
is ruinous to a horse, is cumbersome to the rider and 
weakens the endurance of the individual. This disquali- 
fication cannot always be provided against at the time of 
assignment, but when years develop it, the individual 
should be transferred to the foot corps. These three 
classes of disqualification could be obviated, so far as the 
craduates of the Military Academy are concerned, at the 
time of assignment, but for the custom long prevailing 
ind persistently adhered to by the Academic Board of 
making assignments in accordance with the choice of the 
cadet, within the limits prescribed by merit and class 
standing.” Continuing General Burton makes this recom- 
mendation, which is approved in an endorsement from 
the Academic Board: “At the termination of the four 
years’ course at the Military Academy, every cadet’s 
general merit, as well as his special fitness for each of 
the three arms of the Service, are ordinarliy well known 
to the Academic Board; hence it is within the province 
of the Academic Board to protect the interest of the 
Service by selecting cadets for assignments according to 
the aptitude of the individual for the special service en- 
joined.” This report governed the assignments to Cavalry 
from the recent graduating class,

From the remarks of Field Marshal Earl Roberts of 
the British Army at the banquet of the Pilgrims’ Club 
in London on the evening of June 18, it appears that 
the United States may presently receive a visit from 
that distinguished soldier, Hon. Joseph H. Choate, 
American Ambassador te England, who presided at the

banquet, said in the course of a notably felicitous een: 
“In my official and personal capacity I warmly invite 
Lord Roberts to cross the Atlantic and us a visit. 
He will receive such a reception as no Englishman ever 
received. I would like to be present at that first inter- 
view in the White House when Lord Roberts and that 
younger soldier, Roosevelt, meet. That day, I am sure, 
public business will be suspended and Lord Roberts and 
President Rovsevelt will sit cheek by jowl from the ris- 
ing to the setting of the sun, exchanging views on war; 
but let Lord Roberts go as an apostle of peace and Anglo- 
American harmony and of the great doctrine of arbitra- 
tion.” In response to this cordial invitation Lord Roberts 
stated definitely that he hoped to be able to visit the 
United States at no distant day. In that event he will 
be received by nobody more cordially than by Lieutenant 
Generals Chaffee and Young of the United States Army, 
both of whom sent cordial messages to the gathering at 
which he spoke.

In another colamn we publish an interesting letter on 
the German campaign in South Africa by Gen. Samuel 
Pearson, ex-quartermaster general of the late South Af- 
rican Republic, in which he predicts a dismal future in 
South Africa, not only for Germany, but for England as 
well. General Pearson agrees with the opinion expressed 
in these columns on May 28 to the effect that the Ger- 
man colonial policy is a failure, but he dissents entirely 
from the conclusion that the British colonial system is a 
success, and in support of his contention he makes some 
violent charges against Hngland which should be consid- 
ered in connection with the fact that General Pearson 
is not yet reconciled to the overthrow of the Transvaal 
Republic. There is a widespread and earnest sympathy 
in the United States for the hardy Boers who staked and 
lost their all on the issue of war with England, but this 
sympathy is coupled with a sincere belief that the real 
interests of the survivors lie in a manly acceptance of 
the result and an honest co-operation with the victors to 
restore the country to its former peace and prosperity. 
Many of the ablest of the Boer generals who shared in 
the hardest fighting of the war have accepted the situa- 
tion in good faith, and we believe that they will be found 
to be the safest leaders of their countrymen under the 
new order of things. We can only hope that the stormy 
outlook in South Africa, which General Pearson fore- 
casts for both England and Germany, may be discredited 
by events.

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Brig. Gen. Thomas Ward, U.S.A., retired, whose son 
lost his life in the explosion on the battleship Missouri 
in April last, has received a letter from the Secretary of 
the Navy giving additional details of the young mid- 
shipman’s gallant conduct at the time of the accident, 
which were not brought out before the court of inquiry 
because of the illness of one of the few living witnesses 
of that terrible catastrophe. These details, which have 
been officially reported to the Navy Department by Capt. 
W. 8S. Cowles, the commanding officer of the Missouri, 
show that Midshipman Ward, at the time in charge of 
the handling room, gave an order when the explosion oc- 
curred and personally sprang to close the door of the 
magazine. This was done at the very instant that the 
first flash came down from the turret. It is evident that 
the first thought of Midshipman Ward was to save the 
ship, which seemed in great danger of instant destruc- 
tion, and that this young and brave officer died while in 
the performance of his duty. Secretary Moody has or- 
dered that these facts be placed on Midshipman Ward's 
record in the Navy Department and has sent a copy of 
his letter to General Ward to be published to the North 
Atlantic fleet and to be read to the crew from the quarter 
deck of the Missouri.

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It cannot yet be said with certainty who will succeed 
Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor as Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation when that capable officer goes to sea next 
spring in command of the North Atlantic Station. It is 
well known, as has often been stated, that Admiral Tay- 
lor would like very much to see Rear Admiral R. D. 
Evans, his brother-in-law, become the next chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation; but the detail of Admiral Evans 
to this important billet has not, by any means, yet been 
determined upon. Capt. John E. Pillsbury, at present 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, stands a 
most excellent chance of getting the assignment, but 
much will depend, naturally, upon who succeeds Mr. 
Moody as Secretary of the Navy. Captain Pillsbury 
stands high in the esteem of Secretary Moody and As- 
sistant Secretary Darling. It is. however, entirely too 
soon to say what officer will or will not be chosen for this 
important assignment.

INVESTIGATION OF SLOCUM DISASTER. 


Popular sentiment, so terribly shocked by the appal- 
ling tragedy on the steamer General Slocum on June 15, 
will heartily approve the arrangements whereby a 
searching investigation as to the causes of the affair and 
the attendant circumstances, is to be made under the 
authority of the Federal Government. This task has 


been assigned to a commission appointed by Mr. Cortel- 
you, decavtas of Commerce and Labor, which includes 
among its members Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, US.A., 
retired, and Comdr. Cameron McR. W inslow, U.S.N., 
together with several prominent civil officials, whose 
duty it shall be to investigate the accident without re- 
gard to any inquiry instituted by the local authorities. 
General Wilson’s experience as an engineer office of the 
Army and Commander Winslow's thoroughness as a 
navigating officer of the Navy, mean that the forth- 
coming investigation will be fearless, comprehensive and 
animated solely by a desire to ascertain who, if anybody, 
was responsible for a disaster which has cost a 
thousand lives or more and plunged» the American 
metropolis into mourning. 

It is worth recalling that four years ago Rear Ad- 
miral George W. Melville, then Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Navy, instituted a vigorous movement for reform in 
steamboat inspection, and filed a report in the Navy De- 
partment charging that the methods then in vogue were 
grossly inadequate. Admiral Melville’s report included 
the report of a special board of officers appointed to 
inquire into the situation, “whose recommendations, 
says the Admiral, “were so radical as to the reforms 
necessary to secure the safety of steamships that the 
entire mercantile marine interests rose up and killed 
the bill. They apparently thought it cheaper to stand 
losses of life and property than to make the sweeping 
changes that would have been required. As I recall, the 
report went into every phase of the question—hulls, 
boilers and safety appliances.” : 

Many of the ferryboats which ply the North and East 
Rivers are frightfully deficient as to life preservers. On 
the new double-decked ferryboats of one line, for example, 
only 300 life preservers are within reach, and as there are 
frequently during each day over a thousand passengers 
on each boat, the loss of life in case of sinking or fire 
under such conditions might be frightful, especially if 
the pilot, instead of putting into the nearest slip, should 
run down the bay looking for a place to beach his vessel. 
There are only sixty-six life preservers within reach of 
passengers in the ladies’ cabin, and the same number 
in the men’s cabin, on the boats referred to, and the life 
preservers are under the seats on one side of the boat 
enly. In the upstairs cabin there are about one hun- 
dred and fifty life preservers. There is a small closet 
with a sign “life preservers” on it which might hold 
about fifty, but in a panic, with only two deck hands to 
launch boats, get out life preservers, run out hose, etc., 
the result on a boat jammed with people is awful to 
contemplate. There should be a more numerous crew. 
The pilots, engineers and fire room force, it must be 
remembered, cannot leave their posts, and the work of 
allaying a panic, etc., is dependent on the deck hands, 
There shonld be a shelf in the cabins on the inner side, 
on which should be stored life preservers, within easy 
reach of passengers. Some life preservers we have seen 
have had two blocks of soft pime in them to take the 
place of solid cork, the wood, of course, being put in to 
save expense, and as a counterfeit of cork. On some 
ferryboats many of the life preservers are of granulated 
eork. These have not the buoyancy of solid cork, are 
ae worthless and their use should be pro- 
hibited. 

During the investigation into the burning of the steam- 
er General Slocum, Thomas H. Barrett, United States 
Inspector of Boilers for the port of New York, when 
questioned on June 22 as to whether the steamer was 
provided with piping in all compartments in her hold, 
so that steam could be turned on to smother fire, made 
the positive statement that the steamer “had no hold.” 
That a big steamer or sailing craft of any kind can be 
built without a hold, will certainly be a revelation to nau- 
tical men, and the opinion to the contrary may explain 
the astonishment of the Secretary of the Navy from the 
interior at the discovery, his first inspector of a warship, 
that the ‘‘dash thing is hollow.” But then there are lots of 
things the inspectors have not seen on steamboats, and 
have not cared to see either. We can rely on the commis- 
sion, however, on which are Gen. John M. Wilson, U.S. 
A., and Comdr. Cameron McR. Winslow, U.S.N., to act 
without fear or favor, and unless many of the companies 
so notoriously delinquent in life saving appliances on 
their hoats remedy the deficiencies before the commission 
investigates, their report will be a revelation.

NAVAL ACADEMY GRADUATES’ ASSOCIATION. 


The business meeting in the afternoon and the dinner 
in the evening, which constituted the features of the 
eighteenth annual re-union of the Graduates’ Associa- 
tion of the Naval Academy, held at Annapolis, were both 
attended with much interest and showed that the Associa- 
tion is gradually making progress in its chief object, the 
promotion of fellowship among all the alumni by col- 
lecting and placing in convenient form the facts of their 
movements, whether still in the Navy or not. Great 
emphasis has been laid on this point during the later re- 
unions especially. An impression has gone abroad to 
some extent that the chief idea of the Association is to 
get » few choice spirits together each year for a dinner. 
However, by far the most important phase of the work 
is the collection of the material issued in the annual re- 
port, which shows concisely just the circumstances and 
condition of every graduate. The work has been revised 
with great care and will be issued for the year in about 
two months. 

The officers of the Association are a president, a sec- 
retary-treasurer and a council of seven members. The 
position of president is chiefly honorary and is held by 
the oldest living graduate. The secretary-treasurer is 
the worker of the body. It is he who collects the infox- 
mation issued in book form annually, and also attends 
to the dinner. He is ex-officio a member of the council, 
which is the governing body of the Association. Lieut.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

The Army will receive with profound sorrow the in- 
formation of the death of Lieut. Col. Wright P. Edger- 
ton, U.S.A., professor of mathematics at the United 
States Military Academy, which occurred at West Point 
on the morning of Friday, June 24. Colonel Edgerton 
has been on duty at the Academy for most of the time 
during the past eleven years, first as associate professor, 
and since Oct. 7, 1898, as full professor. All of the 
faculty of the Military Academy will agree with us in 
saying that no one of them was better entitled than Col- 
onel Edgerton to the respect, esteem and affection in 
which he was so universally held. His clear intelligence, 
his professional] ability, and his exceptional capacity for 
winning the hearts of men, were qualities which especially 
fitted him for the office of instructor of novitiate soldiers. 
Colonel Edgerton was born in Ohio, Nov. 14, 1852, and 
entered the Military Academy in 1870, graduating as No. 
14, in the class of 1874, of which Major Thomas W. 
Symons, C.E., was the head, and receiving his appoint- 
ment as 2d lieutenant, 2d Art. He was at the Artillery 
School of Practice in 1876, and again in 1877, and served 








at half a dozen posts in the South until his promotiop 
to 1st lieutenant, 2d Art., March 21, 1881. After a shor 
term of service at Washington Barracks he was ordered 
to Willet’s Point for torpedo instruction and remained 
there until his appointment as assistant instructor at 
the academy, where he has been ever since with an ip. 
terregnum of fourteen months on garrison duty at Jef. 
ferson Barracks, Mo., and the Hot Springs where he was 
acting quartermaster of the hospital for three months, 
From June 24 to Aug. 13, 1898, he was on detached duty 
in connection with the transportation of troops from 
Tampa, Fla., and in Porto Rico, during the campaign 
there, attached to the headquarters of Lieut. Genera] 
Miles. Professor Edgerton dies in the prime of life with 
his work at the Military Academy but half accomplished, 
and the place his death leaves vacant will be one hard to 
fill. No man will be more sincerely mourned than he; 
and none will be longer remembered by those who 
who were privileged to possess his friendship for his fine 
qualities of the head and neart. The widow of Colone! 
Edgerton is a daughter of Dr. William Todd Helmuth of 
New York. 

Capt. Charles A. Stillman, U.S.M.C., retired, died 
suddenly at his home at Winchester, Mass., June 21, of 
apoplexy. He was sixty-seven years old and was born 
in Hartford, Conn. He leaves a widow, two sons, Allyn 
A. and Alston A., and two daughters, Mrs. Harry W. 
Raynes, of Dover, N.H., and Miss Elizabeth W. Still- 
man of Winchester. The latter was to have been mar- 
ried June 21 to Mr. Robert Fletcher Whitney. Captain 
Stillman was a veteran of the Civil War. He was ap- 
pointed from Connecticut, and served with the Marine 
Battalion at the capture of Port Royal in 1861. Other 
service included duty on the U.S.S. Colorado on blockad- 
ing squadron in 1862, draft riots New York city in 1863, 
and with Admiral Porter on the Mississippi river in 
October, 1863. On the Juniata on blockading duty 1864, 
in command of the Marine Guard on the Cyane, Pacific 
Squadron 1865-6. He was retired on account of sickness 
in the line of duty March 12, 1872. 

Lieut. Richard Gray McConnell, U.S.M.C., died at 
Albuquerque, N.M., June 17. The deceased was a native 
of Beaver, Pa., where the remains were taken for burial. 
He was granted sick leave and had gone to New Mexico 
in search of health. His brother, Dr. Paul G. McConnell, 
had been with him from that time until his death, His 
father, W. P. McConnell, and the following brothers 
and sisters survive: D. C. McConnell, Washington, L. 
C.; Attorney W. A. McConnell of Beaver; Dr. Paul G. 
McConnell, New Sheffield; C. H. McConnell, Beaver, and 
Misses Laura S. and Jessie McConnell of Beaver. He 
entered the Service Oct. 2, 1899, being appointed from 
Pennsylvania. He was commissioned Ist lieutenant in 
July, 1900. 

James Gray, who died in Evansville, Ind., June 20, 
was appointed a cadet midshipman in the Navy in 1874, 
and resigned in 1884. During the war with Spain he 
was appointed a lieutenant in the Volunteer Navy, and 
was honorably discharged after the war. He was a 
member of the Indiana Senate at the time of his death. 


Mrs. Lulu Winner McNarney, wife of Lieut. Frank 
T. MeNarney, 6th U.S. Cav., died at Fort Meade, South 
Dakota, June 18. 

Rear Admiral James A. Greer, U.S.N., retired, died at 
his home, 2010 Hillyer place, Washington,D.C., June 17, 
in his seventy-second year. He had been in poor health, 
and for the past three months had been confined to his 
bed. Admiral Greer, who was born in Ohio Feb. 28, 
1833, had a notable record of service. He was ap- 
pointed midshipman Jan. 10, 1848. In 1854 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of passed midshipman, and in 1855 to 
that of master. He was commissioned a lieutenant in 
1855, and while on board the San Jacinto in 1861 as- 
sisted in the removal of Mason and Slidell from the 
English mail steamer Trent. He was made a lieutenant 
commander in 1862, and commanded at different times 
the ironclads Carondelet and Benton, and a division of 
Rear Admiral Porter’s Squadron in the Mississippi river. 
In the passage of Vicksburg, April 16, 1863, he fought 
the batteries of Grand Gulf for five hours, and in the 
combined attack on that city he was almost constantly 
under fire for 45 days. He had charge of the naval sta- 
tion at Mound City, Ill, in 1864, and soon after was 
given command of the flagship Blackhawk, which posi- 
tion he held until February, 1865. He was commissioned 
as commander in 1866, and commanded the purchased 
steamer Tigress when she went on the Polaris relief ex- 
pedition, discovering the lost ship wrecked on the coast of 
Greenland, her crew having gone south in search of aid. 
Before returning south himself Commander Greer 
cruised for some time in northern waters, looking for the 
survivors and taking notes. In 1876 he was made a 
captain, and as such had command of the training frig- 
ate Constitution and later of the sloop Constellation. He 
was employed afterward in taking United States ex- 
hibits to Havre, France, for the Paris Exposition. For 
a time he commanded the steamer Hartford at the South 
Atlantic Station. He was a member of the naval board 
of inspection later, and president of the naval examina- 
tion and retiring boards from 1885 until 1887. In 1886 
he was commissioned as a commodore, and in the fol- 
lowing year was appointed acting rear admiral. He 
commanded the European Squadron from 1887 to 1889. 
In 1889 he was president of the board of organization, 
tactics and drills, and was fulfilling other duties. He was 
commissioned a rear admiral in 1892, and after that time 
was again president of the naval examining and retiring 
boards. He was retired Feb. 28, 1895, and spent the rest 
of his life with his family in Washington.

H. Harrison, ninth President of the United States, has 
just come into the possession of Major A. C. Symmes of 
Cincinnati. General Harrison married the eldest daught- 
er of Judge John Cleves Symmes, a member of the Con- 
tinental Congress, and the possessor of an estate of two 
million acres, including the site of Cincinnati. The match 
was a runaway match, but the Judge became reconciled 
to his distinguished son-in-law and at his death pre- 
sented his sword to him, and Harrison carried it during 
the remainder of his military career. On his death the 
sword passed to Capt. Benjamin R. Symmes, and last 
year to Mr. Symmes of Hamilton, O. Major A, C. 
Symmes, who now secures it, is the grandson of the 
late Capt. John Cleves Symmes, U.S.A., of “Symmes’s 
hole” fame. 


It is particularly appropriate that the French Govern- 
ment, in making its first award of the Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honor, which is the highest grade of that 
historic order, to an American citizen, should confer 
the distinction upon Gen. Horace Porter, soldier, diplo- 
mat, and present American Ambassador to France. The 
Legion of Honor was originally designed chiefly to dis- 
tinguish men who had shown meritorious conduct in the 
military service, and while its scope has since been 
broadened so as to reward those who have performed de- 
serving work in civil pursuits, it still finds its most de- 
serving members in the profession of arms. be- 
stowal of the Grand Cross upon General Porter is in 
keeping with the best traditions of the order for it is a 
high recognition of his services in war and peace as well 
as a convincing expression of the fraternal spirit which 
underlies the relations between the two great republics 
of the world. It will be the judgment of General Porter's 
friends here in the United States that his membership 
will honor the order even as it has honored him. 


In an article on the United States Embassy in Paris 
in Town and Country, Fritz Morris says: “Another 
perso’ connected with the B in Paris, who is 
‘the right man in the right place,’ is Capt. T. Bentley 
Mott, U.S. Artillery, the military attaché. He is a 
splendid officer and a splendid looking one, a writer of 
ability and a gentleman who adds to the social prestige 
of the establishment. At the great French army maneuv- 
ers, when Captain Mott apeared for the first time in the 
new United States service uniform, he was not only 
critically scrutinized by the other military attachés and 
by the French officers, but he was signally honored by 
the French Minister of War, General André. He was 
called to him by the minister, who admired his uniform 
and said it was the best, the most servicable, he had 
seen. He was particularly enthusiastic about the soft 
rough rider hat, saying: ‘It it the very thing for shooting 
in a_lying-down position; our French kepi affords no 
protection for the neck; the stiff German helmet is in 
the way’.” Of the Ambassador this writer says: 
“Though our Ambassador to France, General Horace 
Porter, is one of the most genial of gentlemen, one of the 
most entertaining of men and a most admirable host, 
there has been but little of a society element and but few 
functions at the Embassy since his advent as Ambassa- 
dor. Mrs. Porter was for a long time in ill health, and 
of course since her death the Ambassador and Miss 
Porter have been in practical retirement. It-is said that 
Miss Porter dislikes the French language and does not 
speak it fluently, that she dislikes many of the French 
customs and that she objects very seriously to the re- 
straint that is put on the ‘jeune fille’ in Paris. Be that 
as it may, it is certain that both the Ambassador and his 
daughter devote much of their time to charitable and 
philanthropic work; that they are friends in acts as well 
as words to needy Americans, and that they are ever to 
the front in any and every good cause that belongs to 
the American colony.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In connection with section 4 of the act making appro- 
priations for the sundry civil expenses of the Govern- 
ment for the next fiscal year and with the circular of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury dated May 23, 1904, ad- 
dressed to all disbursing officers of the United States, the 


Paymaster General of the Army has asked the Comptroll- 
er certain questions relative to the methods of paying 
officers and enlisted men of the Army. The first ques- 
tion asked is: “Does section 4 of the act making appro- 
priations for sundry civil expenses of the Government 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, repeal or super- 
sede the act of March 2, 1903?’ This question the 
Comptroller answers in the negative. The Paymaster 
General also asked these questions relative to making 
payments: ‘“(a) Will an officer or enlisted man absent 
without leave on the 28th of February (in ordinary, not 
leap year), but present for duty on March 1, forfeit 
three days’ pay, or only one day's pay? (b) Will an 
officer or soldier, absent without leave from February 
28 to a later date than March 1, say to the 5th of 
March, forfeit one or three days’ pay: in February? (c) 
If section 4 of the sundry civil bill does not repeal or 
supersede the provisions of the Army appropriation act, 
will the illustrations given in Circular 48 be viewed as 
applying to payments from Army appropriations?’ The 
Comptroller says in reply: ‘‘(a) The officer should be paid 
27.30 of his monthly salary. (b) The officer in question, 
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if absent on the 28th day of February, should receive 
27.30 of a month’s pay. If he returned to d on 
March 5 he should receive for the month of March 

of a month’s salary. (c) I see no reason, the acts being 
substantially the same, why Circular 46 should not apply 
to payments under Army appropriations.” 

Pay Dir. Joseph Foster, U.S.N., appealed May 24, 
1904, from the action of the Auditor disallowing his 
claim for the difference between the pay of a fleet pay- 
master and the Army shore pay of a pay inspector while 
he was on leave from his duties as fleet paymaster, and 
also disallowing the claim for pay of his clerk for the 
same period. ‘The Comptroller has written a decision 
sustaining the action of the Auditor. He holds that this 
case is determined by the decision of the Court of Claims 
in the similar case of Fleet Engineer Denig (87 Ct.C., 
383). The Comptroller says: “The effect of this de- 
cision is that although Denig’s appointment as fleet en- 
gineer continued unrevoked during said 54 days he was 
not entitled to receive the pay of fleet engineer during 
that period, because the flagship upon which he was 
serving was separated from the rest of the fleet and no 
duties were required of him as fleet engineer. Mr. Foster 
was quite as much relieved of the duties of fleet pay- 
master while on leave of absence as was Engineer Denig 
when the ship on which he was serving was separated 
from the rest of the fleet. Mr. Larkin, the paymaster’s 
clerk, did not continue at work during the leave of the 
paymaster, but was himself formally granted leave for 
the same period that leave was granted claimant. The 
pay of a paymaster’s clerk is dependent upon his per- 
forming duty or at least holding himself in readiness to 
do so, and I am not aware of any law which entitles a 
paymaster’s clerk to pay while absent from station and 
duty on leave granted him. The action of the auditor is 
affirmed and I certify no difference.”

GERMANS IN SOUTHWEST AFRIUA. 


To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Sir: I read with a great deal of interest the ARmMy 
AND NAvy JOURNAL and look upon it as an authority 
embracing, as it mostly does, facts and the truth. In 
your number of May 28, page 1038, you refer to Ger- 
man colonization as being a great failure, which is true. 
You therein also would show that the British at the 


same business are a great success. I don’t agree with 
you at all. I fear you have not studied the history of 
Africa or of India. No nation, not all the nations of 
the earth put together, have wrought as much wrong on 
weak peoples as has England. In South Africa she has 
every five or seven years butchered the poor Kafirs, with 
the one object of getting their land and cattle or money 
from them. 

To come to the rebellion in German West Africa, I am 
sure the Bondelsworts will give the Germans lots of 
trouble. They are brave fighters and no doubt the late 
Boer War gave them a splendid chance to arm, as the 
British Government and military authorities enlisted ev- 
ery negro or Hottentot against the Africanders they in- 
duced to fight the Republican forces. This is history 
and I challenge anyone to disprove it. So the Hereros 
heve plenty of arms. They are, as I have said, good, 
brave men, and will give a good account of themselves 
in the field. 

Any person who knows the European soldier will know 
that the negroes will give the Germans a good fight. The 
topography of the country is in favor of the rebels, and 
the scarcity of water will render it impossible for the 
Germans to make anything like headway. Small bodies 
of men will be cut up, and it is impossible to move large 
bodies of infantry in that country. 

The German system of making soldiers out of the 
negroes in her colonies is absolutely absurd. You give 
a great deal of credit to the British system. Can you say 
why with some fifteen millions of Kafirs in South Africa 
not 500,000 men can be induced to work in the mines? 

Before the war the late Boer government was repre- 
sented as being unable to handle the native question and 
we were told that when the British came in they would 
be received as saviors of the country. Is it so? Why 
to-day the Kafirs are everywhere in Africa on the verge 
of war, a war which will more than stagger humanity, 
and why? Because the English have humbugged the ne- 
gro. ‘They coaxed him to fight the Boer; they dressed 
him in their “khaki;” they gave him a rifle, and made 
him their equal while they wanted to use him. But after 
the war was over they said to him, “Go way back and sit 
down!” Will he do it? Of course he will not, and to-day 
not only German Africa is threatened with a big Kafir 
war, but the whole of Africa from Simons Bay to the 
Zambezi. 

There will be a real peace in South Africa when a Re- 
publican flag flies from Simons Bay to the Zambezi, and 
not before. Will that time come? Yes, and ere long, 
and it is the duty of every real American to hasten it. 

I predicted some time back that the rebellion in Ger- 
man Southwest Africa would cost Germany $100,000,000, 
and it would take 20,000 men to fight it out to a suc- 
cessful finish. I am still of that opinion, and in the 
whirligig of time we will see if I am not right. The Eng- 
lish, German and Portuguese colonies in South and Past 
and West Africa must become united under one flag—a 
Republican flag. Then and only then will there be peace 
and contentment in that sorely tried land of my birth, 
and may events hasten to that end.

VICE ADMIRAL TOGO HEIHACHIRO. 


An interesting sketch of Admiral Togo is given by 
Shimaza Shiro in the initial number of the Japanese 
magazine, “The Far East.”” The Admiral is described 
as a man so taciturn that when he was called to the 
Navy Department, told that he was to have supreme 
command of the navy of Japan and occupied three hours 
in receiving instructions, his sole response was, “Yes, 
sir,” to the closing remark of the Minister of Marine: 
“So we have chosen you for chief command. There are 
the ships.” It was concluded that Togo was disgruntled 
about something and would be half-hearted in his work, 
but the most diligent inquiry failed to reveal any cause 
of discontent. The Admiral’s promotion was signal- 
ized by a grand feast, given on the hill-slopes of Sasebo 
to the officers and men of his squadron, their wives and 
children. This was Feb. 3. News that war was de- 
clared came on the 5th. 

“When the message arrived. the Admiral summoned 
all his officers by signal to the flagship. They assembled 
as swiftly as might be, and when all were gathered to- 
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gether they were ushe: into the Admiral’s presence, 
He stood, silent as » and before him was the sambo, 
a tiny table of pure white wood, upon which lay the 
‘three-and-a-half-inches,’ the short sword or dagger of 
the samurai. 

“No word was said on either side. Still as death, the 
Admiral and his captains contemplated the emblem of 
honorable death before them. This dagger meant victory 
or kappuku, and it spoke to these men of Nip- 
pon as clearly as it had spoken to the samurai of old. 

“After a while the Admiral spoke. ‘Gentlemen,’ he 


said, ‘the feast at which you gave me the honor of your 
f 


presence two days ago was the parting feast. Never 
could the sailors of Nippon have revelled thus with their 
wives and children about them unless it had been that 
parting which is the end. To-night we sail to attack the 
enemy, and from that voyage there is no return. Be in 
readiness to weigh anchor at the signal. Good day.’ 

“That night the fleet sped ghostlike out in to the Yel- 
low Sea. 

“On the ni=ht of February 8 the first Russian war- 
ships were torpedoed and sunk at Port Arthur. 

“An extreme and rentless disciplinarian, Admiral 
Togo is at once the idol and the terror of the navy. He 
spares neither himself nor his men, and not a sailor un- 
der his command but would gladly follow him through 
the nine cycles of Jigoku if he so decreed. All he wants 
is the utmost that men and ships can do, and he takes 
that, like everything else, as a matter of course.” 

Togo Heihachiro is, we are told, a member of one of 
the most famous fighting families in the famous fighting 
class of Satsuma. Born Oct. 14, 1857, his training was 
that of the school of Yomei, common to all Samurai in 
the days of the Elder Nippon. 

“It taught, above all things, the dominant weight of 
the soul, the perfect balance, passivity and steadiness 
of the whole nervous system under at circumstances, so 
that no possible emergency could deprive the warrior 
of the full command of all his senses. The Chinese 
philosopher, Yomei, merely exemplified in practical form 
the dominant cult of the East, the belief which under- 
lies all her religions, namely, that Life, being an entity 
that is distinctly a noumena., is superior to any possible 
accident or happening upon the physical plane. 

“Founded upon this great basic principle, the school 
of Yomei naturally aimed at establishing in its disciples 
a godlike superiority to the accidents of warfare, which 
amounted to nothing less than mastery of life and death 
through sheer indifference to small happenings in the 
great drama of existence. Such training furnishes the 
explanation of men who rush in thousands to volunteer 
for service on the doomed fireships at Port Arthur, count- 
ing as greater than life the honor of being permitted to 
block the harbor entrance with their bodies, and such 
training makes possible a man like Admiral Togo.”

RESOURCES OF JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 


Comparing the resources of Japan and Russia, a cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun signing himself “West 
Point,” says that the population of Japan is 45,000,000, 
or fifty per cent. greater than the population of the 
United States in 1860. The average Japanese, with 
good officers and a comparatively short training, will 
make an excellent soldier. The patriotism of the Jap- 
anese is remarkable. Judging by our own experience in 
the Civil War, Japan can easily put in the field an army 
of 1,500,000 men if it becomes necessary to do so. 

The Russian population is far from homogeneous. 
The total of 1882 included: Russians, 70,000,000; Poles. 
6,000,000; Lithuanians, 3,000,000; Germans, 1,000,000; 
Persians, 1,000,000; Jews, 3,000,000; Armenians, 1,000,- 
000; Finns, 2,000,000; Turks and Tartars, 8,000,000; 
Caucasians, 3,000,000. 

It is impossible that such a population should be ani- 
mated with the patriotic fervor and zeal which character- 
izes Japan in this war. Russia is surrounded by enemies 
and finds it necessary to maintain large forces in Poland, 
Lithuania, Finland, the Caucasus and on the Indian fron- 
tier, as well as for the suppression of domestic violence. 
The Japanese population is homogeneous. Japan is pro- 
tected by her fleets and free from any possible domestic 
disturbances. The entire Japanese forces can be used 
in the field. The disparity in available military forces 
is not and will not be as great as would superficially 
appear to be the case. 

Can Russia, by prolonging the war, exhaust Japan 
financially, the Sun’s correspondent asks. Japan’s national 
debt in 1908 was $276,000,000. Russia’s debt in 1902 
was $3,450,000,000. Japan’s revenue was $144,000,000; 
Russia’s $1,000,000,000. Over two-thirds of Japan's 
debt is held in Japan; nearly all of Russia’s debt is 
owed to foreigners. Japan has made wonderful strides 
in her industria] development during the past ten years, 
and has accomplished this with Japanese money. Rus- 
sia’s development, such as it is, has been made by the 
aid of foreign money and a large annual tax in cash 
must go out of Russia to foreign bondholders, while such 
tax is insignificant to Japan. 

The Japanese steam shipping entering from abroad 
was only 162,000 tons in 1887, but reached the enormous 
total of 4,309,000 tons in 1902. The gross tonnage of 
Japan in 1901 was 920,000 tons. The tonnage of her 
mercantile marine is greater than that of Russia, Aus- 
tria-Hungaria, Sweden, Spain, Denmark and Holland. 
Japan is on a gold basis, her national debt is only about 
$6 per capita, and is largely owing to her own people: 
her annual revenue is about one-half of her debt and has 
been wisely expended for the development of her indus- 
tries and the protection of her rights; her taxes are 
moderate and easily borne; her people are industrious. 
contented and overwhelmingly in favor of prosecuting 
this war to a final victory over Russia.

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As the tailors furnishing uniforms to the services are 
supplied with details of the new uniform ordered for the 
Marine Corps they will be able to provide those who 
must wear it with particulars as to the extent to which 
its purchase will deplete their meagre pay, “I] faut souf- 
frir pour @tre beau.” Now that the Japanese are on top the 
adoption of the Japanese cap for the marines was simply 
following service precedents. The full dress cap which 
has been protested against is simply the Japanese pattern, 
or so near to it that the difference will not be observed. 
In a letter appearing ‘» another colugn, General Elliott, 
commandant of the Marine Corps, gives notice of a 
change in the full dress cap and advises officers to refrain 
from purchasing until the matter is settled satisfactorily. 
The uniform is adopted from the British with hardly a 
deviation and as the Japanese uniform is modeled on 
the same lines the resemblance of our marine officers to 
Japanese will be still more striking. But where is the 
money to pay for these uniforms to come from? The 
Marine Corps officers have use for all of their spare cash 
as it is and they cannot steal or beg, nor borrow with safe- 
ty. The new uniform was fully described in our issue of 
three months ago, March 19, 1904, page 760: Officers 
on duty at headquarters of the corps and special duty 
at stations, without troops ,and on leave from their sta- 
tions, are, when not otherwise ordered, authorized to 
wear plain clothes. Officers suspended from duty, in 
pursuance of the sentence of a general court-martial, or 
waiting orders as a punishment, shall not appear in uni- 
form. Rain clothes may be worn in bad weather when 
authorized. With these exceptions a strict use of the 
uniform is required. “Commandirg officers shall re- 
quire all officers and enlisted men serving under them to 
conform strictly to these uniform regulations; they shall 
assure themselves that all officers under their command 
have a complete outfit of the uniforms herein prescribed, 
strictly regulation as to pattern, and neat as to appear- 
ance. Officers who neglect these requirements shall be 
cautioned or reported according to the seriousness of 
such offenses.” In the field, when ordered, swords may 
he dispensed with and officers are allowed to wear articles 
of uniform prescribed for the men, and also between 
tatoo and morning colors. Grant, when he received the 
surrender of Lee, who was resplendent in a new uni- 
form, had no sword and wore an enlisted man’s overcoat. 
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The program for naval construction in Russia during 
the next decade, provides for practically the same pro- 
portion of battleships and cruisers as that proposed by 
our Navy General Board.

CLEARER NEUTRALITY AGREEMENT NEEDED 


While the war in the Far East has been in progress 
for less than half a year, it has already disclosed the 
need of a more specific definition of the rights and 
obligations of neutral nations in their dealings with 
belligerent powers. It is no reflection upon Russia to 
say that this need has been emphasized chiefly by her 
own acts, nor does that statement cast any imputation 
upon her good faith in internationa] intercourse. Each 
nation is a law unto itself in prescribing its neutrality 
obligations, and the vitality of any agreement truly inter- 
national in character depends altogether upon its obser- 
vance in good faith by the signatory powers. A violation 
of the compact can be punished only by war or by 
penalties imposed by an international court whose juris- 
diction is recognized by the offending nation. At the 
outbreak of the war Russia defined both foodstuffs 
and coal as contraband. She gave notice that news- 
paper correspondents operating wireless telegraphy with- 
in the zone of hostilities would, in the event of capture, 
be treated as spies. And finally, it is announced from 
St. Petersburg that she is making earnest efforts to 
purchase six warships from Argentina. This last count, 
however, is a matter of less concern to Russia than to 
Argentina herself. lf a belligerent can buy fighting 
ships from a neutral there is nothing in international 
law to punish her for doing so. With the seller, how- 
ever, the case is different. Such a transaction is so 
manifestly in violation of international law that the 
offender would sooner or later be heavily penalized, and 
Argentina has evidently taken heed of the responsibility, 
for it is stated that she has abruptly broken off negotia- 
tions for the sale of her ships. 

Russia’s proclamation defining food and coal as con- 
traband is, however, a matter of deep concern, for the 
reason that it is directly opposed to the uniform policy of 
the United States. Our Government has almost from 
the beginning insisted upon immunity for private 
property at sea, the contention being that foodstuffs 
consigned from a neutral to a belligerent country should 
not be treated as contraband unless it can be affirmatively 
shown that they are intended for an enemy’s forces. 
This principle has not been generally recognized by old 
world nations, but it was accepted in perfect good faith 
by Great Britain during the Boer war in a proclamation 
pledging immunity to provisions in transit to South 
Africa, except where it was established that they were 
meant for the armed enemies of England. The new 
strength thus added to the American principle by the 
definite approval of Great Britain is further increased 
by the fact that the British Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, acting under instructions, has filed a protest 
against the Russian edict declaring that rice and other 
foodstuffs will be treated as contraband. Russia has 
paid no attention to the British protest and probably will 
ignore it altogether. She has never recognized the 
principle at stake, and can hardly be expected to do so 
now, when, by taking the opposite course, she can 
doubtless interfere quite seriously with Japan’s im- 
ports of rice and other supplies without violating any 
international agreement to which she is committed, The 
important thing, however, is that the United States and 
England now stand side by side in support of immunity 
for foodstuffs at sea, and their attitude warrants the 
hope that after the present war is over the great nations 
of the earth may come together in a common agreement 
in favor of that humane and beneficent principle. 

An admirable paper on “Our System of Neutrality” 
was published in the May number of the Century Maga- 
zine by Dr. John Bassett Moore, Professor of Inter- 
national Law and Diplomacy at Columbia University, 
in which he vividly describes the consistent, persistent, 
broad-minded efforts of our Government to mitigate the 
evils of war by resolutely advocating just neutrality 
laws, humane treatment for prisoners, respect for 
private property and the suppresion of piracy. Professor 
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Moore’s paper, which no patriotic American can read 
without an increase of pride in the righteousness of our 
institutions, concludes as follows: “There is one radical 
limitation to belligerent activities, which, although often 
urged, has not yet been adopted. This is the inhibition 
of the capture of private property at sea. Strongly ad- 
yoeated by Franklin, it was introduced into the first 
treaty between the United States and Prussia, in the 
signature of whicly he was associated with Adams and 
Jefferson. John Quincy Adams, Henry Clay, William 
IL. Marcy and Hamilton Fish are among the great 
Secretaries of State who have given the principle their 
support. President McKinley, in his annual message 
of December 5, 1898, suggested to Congress that the 
Executive be authorized to correspond with the govern- 
ments of the principal maritime powers of the world 
with a view to incorporate it into the permanent law of 
civilized nations. This recommendation is cordially re- 
newed by President Roosevelt in his annual message of 
December 7, 1903, in which the exemption, except as 
to contraband of war, is advocated, not only as a 
matter of ‘humanity and morals,’ but also as a measure 
iltogether compatible with the practical conduct of 
war at sea.” 





PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 
We are glad to see that the Republicans in their 
National Convention at Chicago refused to make a 
specific pledge of independence to the Philippine Islands. 


\ movement designed to persuade the National Conven-_ 


tions of the two great political parties to incorporate such 
a pledge in their platforms was instituted several months 
ago by a considerable number of prominent American 
citizens styling themselves the Philippine Independence 
Committee, who have insisted that both political parties 
should make “a frank, definite and unequivocal” declara- 
tion in favor of independence for the islands “and the 
faithful execution of it at a day not unnecessarily de- 
layed.” The convention which renominated President 
Roosevelt and approved the policies instituted by his 
administration in the Philippines, politely ignored the 
demands of the Philippine Independence Committee, and 
instead of making any ill-considered pledges, declared its 
policy in the following terms: ‘“‘None can foretell the 
future; but there seems no reasonable cause to doubt 
that under the policy already effectively inaugurated, 
the institutions already implanted and the processes 
already begun in the Philippines Islands, if these be not 
repressed and interrupted, the Philippine people will fol- 
low in the footsteps of the people of Cuba; that more 
slowly indeed, because they are not as advanced, yet as 
surely they will grow in capacity for self-government, and 
receiving power as they grow in capacity will come to 
bear substantially such relations to the people of the 
United States as do now the people of Cuba, differing 
in details as conditions and needs differ, but the same 
in principle and the same in beneficent results.” 

We believe that the declaration quoted above will be 
satisfactory to nine out of every ten Filipinos who are 
even half-way fitted for self-rule. We believe it will 
be approved by nine out of every ten American citizens, 
be they officers of the Army and Navy, ministers, teach- 
ers or business men, who have personally investigated 
conditions in the Philippines. But it will not suit the 
Philippine Independence Committee, whose members are 
obviously resolved to thrust independence upon the Fili- 
pinos regardless of whether the Filipinos want it or not. 
The address of the Philippine Independence Committee 
is signed by forty accomplished gentlemen, most of whom 
are connected with institutions of learning. Their char- 
acter, motives and intelligence are of the very highest 
order, while their kindliness of purpose is beyond ques- 
tion. Yet they have committed themselves and would 
commit the country to a project so foolhardy, that if it 
were proposed by an equal number of men of inferior 
learning, an outcry of protest and alarm would be the 
inevitable result. 

They propose, in short, that the United States, having 
destroyed Spanish authority in the Philippines and re- 
stored peace, order and law backed by an American 
guaranty of permanency, shall repudiate its obligations, 
withdraw from the territory and transfer the control 
of affairs to a native population which is ignorant of 
the meaning of self-government and unprepared for ‘its 
responsibilities. Without meaning to do so at all, these 
benevolent but misguided agitators have advised the 
United States to adopt what would morally amount to a 
policy of national treachery and betrayal 

Among the members signing the circular of the Philip- 
pine Independence Committee we find but one, Prof. 
J. G. Schurman, who has made a personal study of the 
situation in the Philippine Islands. He, of course, hon- 
estly believes that the Filipinos are fit for self-govern- 
ment, but against his opinion is the testimony of a 
multitude of equally intelligent observers, including dis- 
tinguished clergymen, journalists, educators and officers 
of the military Services, who, as the result of careful 
personal investigation in the Archipelago, declare that 
the islanders are not ready for independence, that they 
will not be ready for generations to come, and that to 
force it upon them now would halt their progress, de- 
moralize their industries and expose them to the perils 
of tribal warfare. 

Some highly important testimony on this point is 
given by Mr. William E. Curtis, a well known and 
thoroughly responsible American newspaper man, in a 


series of letters from Manila to the Washington Star. 
“I am sure,” says Mr. Curtis, “that everybody who has 
been here and has a practical acquaintance with the com- 
munity, the conditions that exist and the interests in- 
volved, will agree that our ‘little brown brother’ already 
has about as much independence and self-rule as he can 
stand. * * * The inhabitants of the Philippines have 
as much home rule as the people of England or any 
other European country, except France and Switzerland. 
They manage their own municipal affairs and elect the 
governors of their provinces. * * * If the request of the 
Philippine Independence Committee should be granted 
by either of the national conventions there would be 
another revolution in these islands, in the opinion of men 
most competent to judge, They ask for ‘ultimate inde- 
pendence,’ but the Filipino doesn’t know what ‘ultimate’ 
means. He does not know what ‘independence’ means. 
He does not know what ‘liberty’ means. * * * The 
speeches of Senator Hoar and other members of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, and the action of the anti-imperialists in 
the United States, however well meant and conscientious, 
prolonged the war many months and cost hundreds of 
precious lives, simply because the insurrectos believed 
that they had solid support in the United States and 
that our government would soon be compelled to yield 
if they kept on fighting. ‘When they ceased to receive 
encouragement from Senator Hoar and other good men 
they surrendered, and there has been peace ever since. 
But if they can convince themselves that any considerable 
public sentiment in the United States is behind them, 
they will organize another revolt, and we shall have to 
send the Army overyhere again.” 

Efforts have been made to have it appear that Secre- 
tary Taft was in favor of immediate independence for 
the Philippines, and to that end his speeches have been 
distorted and his views misrepresented. Much has been 
made of his phrase “the Philippines for the Filipinos,” 
the purpose being to give the impression that Secretary 
Taft favored absolute independence for the islanders 
But while he was still Governor of the Philippines, Judge 
Taft, in an address in Manila, explained his attitude 
beyond all doubt. “By that phrase,” he said, “I mean 
only this, that every measure, whether in the form of 
law or an executive order, before its adoption, shall be 
weighed in the light of this question: Does it make for 
the welfare of the Filipino people or does it not? If it 
does not make for the welfare of the Filipino people, 
then it ought not to be enacted or executed. The doctrine 
as interpreted in the light of these authoritative declara- 
tions assumes that the Filipino people are of future ca- 
pacity, but not of present fitness for self-government, 
and that they must be taught by the gradual extension 
of self-government to exercise the conservative self- 
restraint without which popular government is impos- 
sible.” 

It is worth while to quote again from Mr. Curtis 
as to what would happen if the scheme of the Philippine 
Independence Committee were placed in operation: 
“Everybody, even the most eager Filipino, admits that if 
the authority of government were conferred upon the 
natives they would be at each other’s throats before 
sundown. There are political parties here, as in the 
United States, and already, in anticipation of indepen- 
dence, the politicians have picked out the offices they 
want. Already in their secret societies they are schem- 
ing and plotting as to how their desires in this respect 
may be gratified. * * * There is no mutual confidence, 
and they are willing to admit that if our government 
should withdraw there would be immediate anarchy and 
bloodshed and that the European powers would step in 
for the protection of foreign interests and the indepen- 
dence would be hopeless.” 

In view of all the facts therefore, it will be conceded 
that the rejection of the independence proposal by the 
Republican National Convention was a thoroughly wise 
proceeding. The opposite course would have been hazard- 
ous and probably demoralizing to the very interests in the 
islands which the United States Government is earnestly 
striving to promote. The tried and true friends of the 
Filipinos will unite in the hope that the action of the 
convention at Chicago may be promptly repeated by the 
Democratic National Convention which is soon to as- 
semble in St. Louis. 


THE SOUTHERN ‘NAVAL STATIONS. 


Opinions based upon the conditions of maritime life, 
in which the passage of the North Atlantic was the chief 
factor, will have to be considerably modified when the 
Isthmian canal becomes a fact and the great tide of 
commerce sets, as it will set, in a southerly direction. 
This generation may not appreciate fully the changes 
that will come to Northern seaports, with the possibility 
of the removal of the center of commerce of the United 
States from New York bay to Hampton Roads, the re- 
duction of Portland to a position of comparative isola- 
tion from ocean commerce, and reducing Boston to the 
outpost position which Portland at present occupies. The 
existence of naval stations at Charleston and Port Royal 
would then be no more illogical than the existence of the 
stations at Portsmouth and Boston under present con- 
ditions, while an importance would be given to stations 
further south which is indicated by the increasing im- 
portance of Pensacola. The Southern stations will al- 
ways have the disadvantages of climate and of lack of 
labor. The enervating influence of heat more than off- 
sets the fact of an all the year round season for outdoor 





work, The hammers go less briskly and the men move 
much more slowly than where cooler atmospheres stimu- 
late vigor. The lack of skilled labor will be but slowly 
overcome at the Southern yards, as workmen are indis- 
posed to trust themselves to the uncertainties of navy 
yard work and we must look for skilled labor to such a 
great mart for labor as New York. 

The pressure of local interests, which interferes so 
much with the treatment of navy yard matters on a log- 
ical basis, makes now and probably will continue to make 
dispositions for the best advantage of the Navy practic- 
ally impossible; otherwise it would be well to reserve « 
considerable tract in the vicinity of Hampton Roads for 
a great constructing and general repair yard, leaving the 
other yards of the Atlantic coast some specific industry 
not necessarily carried on at a main yard, and a function 
of immediate and small repair work. 

An interesting study in the influence of local pressure 
on such matters is afforded by the New Orleans station. 
Situated at a distance of ten or fifteen hours’ steady 
steaming from any theater of naval operations reasonably 
supposable, on the banks of a swift running river which 
is still under experimental treatment, near a commercial 
city, which is so because there is no more convenient 
place for commerce to set a foot, with a comparatively 
narrow and congested channel as the only water facili- 
ties, it is still urged as the proper location for the great 
naval station of the Southern waters. When the Mis- 
sissippi River at New Orleans becomes, as it must be- 
come on the completion of the Isthmian Canal, the port 
of a doubled commerce, when traffic is increased a hun- 
dred per cent., such a navy yard as they advocate now 
in New Orleans would become a nuisance and would then 
be as heartily opposed by the business men as it is now 
advocated by the Progressive Union of 1904, 


With the approach of a Presidential campaign in the 
United States, it is gratifying to observe that Kuropean 
opinion with regard to the effect of such contests upon 
great measures of American National policy, has recently 
undergone a radical and wholesome change. ‘Time was, 
and not so very long ago, when many European states- 
men believed, and with some reason, that our policies 
relating to international questions were subject to rever- 
sal with changes in the party control of our National 
Government. This belief reflected a lack of confidence 
in the stability of our institutions, a doubt as to the fixity 
of our purposes and a conviction, not wholly unselfish, 
perhaps, that a government so largely controlled by 
partisan influences could not endure. Events, however, 
have completely dispelled all these doubts and placed 
the United States before the world as a nation with 
certain great policies which are in no way affected by 
fluctuations of party control over the public service. 
President Cleveland’s Venezuelan proclamation of 1895 
demonstrated for all time that the Monroe Doctrine was 
not an issue in our domestic politics but a definite 
national policy, supported with equal loyalty by all 
parties. ‘The unanimous vote by which Congress in 1898 
granted a defense fund of $50,000,000 signified with 
equal clearness that the American attitude with respect 
to Spanish misrule in the Western hemisphere also 
represented a deliberate policy to which the people were 
pledged and which could not be in any way affected by 
changing conditions in party politics. Aided largely 
by the results, direct and indirect of the Spanish War, 
we have gradually developed a program of naval expan- 
sion which the two great political parties recognize as a 
fixed policy of the Government which shall be secure 
against interference from political influences. To a 
great extent we have also agreed upon definite projects 
of public defense in the way of Army reorganization and 
militia development, which by common consent are to be 
treated as non-political enterprises, and therefore ex- 
empt from party controversies. In a word, we have 
established various important National policies which 
are now recognized as such by old world nations, and 
which, as these nations realize, are not likely to be 
modified or halted by the results of our party cam- 
paigns. The Paris Temps, for example, one of the 
fSremost of French journals, assures its readers that 
American foreign policy is now so well defined that it 
will continue without noteworthy modification, no matter 
whether the President be a Republican or a Democrat. 
The same view prevails in London, in Berlin, in Vienna 
and in St. Petersburg, and it is based everywhere upon 
a realization that we are gradually but surely develop- 
ing broad and definite national policies, which represent 
the enlightened purposes of the whole people and are 
altogether superior to parties and politicians,

A mass meeting was held at Haymarket, Va., June 
18 and another at Manassas, Va., for the purpose of 
getting the land owners to sign the leases for the terri- 
tory to be used for the Army maneuvers next Septem- 
ber. Col. H. O. 8. Heistand, Adjutant General Atlantic 
Division, had charge of the meeting at Manassas, and 
Capt. James A. Moss, 24th Inf., A.D.C., to General 
Corbin, had charge of the meeting at Haymarket; 226 
land owners “signed up,” being every One present at 
both meeting places and owning about 75 per cent. of 
the land desired. The sentiment of the community, as 
manifested at the meetings, is so much in favor of the 
maneuvers that there is no doubt the rest of the land 
owners will “sign up” within the next.few days, 
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PROMOTIONS IN STAFF DEPARTMENTS. 


Judge Advocate General Davis of the Army has this 
week rendered a most important opinion, which has been 
wholly approved by the Secretary of War, relative to the 
promotions in the Military Secretary’s office. The 
opinion was based upon the question of the status of 
Major Henry A. Barber, who was appointed Assis- 
tant Chief of the Record and Pension Office, with the 


rank of major, on April 26, 1904. General Davis quotes 
the act of April 23, 1904, consolidating the Record and 
Pension Office with the Adjutant General’s Department, 
and the general Army reorganization act of Feb. 2, 
1901, which provides for the filling of vacancies in the 
staff departments by details from the line and the act 
of Oct. 1, 1890, establishing the rule of seniority in 
promotions below the grade of brigadier general. After 
analyzing these enactments in their application to the 
case in hand, he concludes as follows: “‘It was evidently 
contemplated in the general reorganization act of 1901 
to establish a detail system in filling future vacancies 
in certain departments of the staff and, at the same time, 
to secure to the permanent officers of the several staff 
departments, to which the detail system was applied, the 
same promotion to which they would have been entitled 
had no such system been adopted. The result was to es- 
tablish two lines of promotion in the staff departments 
to which the detail system was applied; one which 
affected the permanent officers, and another which was 
applicable to the detailed officers. * * * 

“This view does not rest upon implication merely, 
but is supported by the language used in Section 26 
of the act of February 2, 1901, which, after providing 
for the filling of vacancies in certain departments by de- 
tails from the line, goes on to say that: ‘No more per- 
manent appointments shall be made in those departments 
or corps after the original vacancies created by this act 
shall have been filled.’ 

“It would also seem that the advancement of Major 
Barber to a vacancy created by the relief of a detailed 
officer would have an effect not contemplated in either 
enactment; in that it would increase the number of per- 
manent officers in the consolidated departments, which 
is expressly prohibited in the clause last above cited. 
Or, to state it in different language, it was contemplated 
in the act of 1901 that, when a vacancy occurred in the 
lowest grade of permanent office in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, the vacancy should be filled by detail 
and that, with such detail, the statute has been fully ex- 
ecuted as to such office, and the permanent office of 
Assistant Adjutants General with the rank of major, 
when it had once been vacated by a permanent officer 
and filled by a detailed officer, had ceased to exist as a 
permanent office, and should therefore be filled by detail. 
And to secure that result the clause last above cited was 
embodied in the statute. In other words, the legislative 
intent in the several enactments under consideration was 
to establish two sorts of vacancies, conforming to the 
two separate lines of promotion, one among the perma- 
nent officers, which was to be filled by promotion, if a duly 
qualified junior stood ready to succeed to it; and the other 
for the detailed officers; but that a vacancy among the 
detailed officers was not a vacancy which a permanent 
officer would be eligible to fill; and, so long as there were 
permanent juniors,a vacancy among permanent officers 
was a vacancy which a detailed officer would be similarly 
ineligible to fill. 

“Major Barber now stands at the foot of the list of 
majors upon which appear, in order of rank, the names 
of all officers of that grade in The Military Secretary’s 
Department. If the views hereinbefore expressed are 
adopted, it would seem that for the purpose of advance- 
ment his right of promotion will accrue when a vacancy 
shall occur among the permanent oflicers of the consoli- 
dated department having the rank of lieutenant colonel, 
who are his seniors on the list. If he be advanced to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel upon the occurrence of a 
vacancy among the detailed officers in that grade, and if 
the vacancy due to his promotion if filled by appoint- 
ment, as it may be under existing law, the result will 
be to add one permanent officer to the consolidated de- 
partment, as there are four detailed officers now serving 
in The Military Secretary’s Department in the grade of 
lieutenant colonel whose details will terminate on or 
before July 23, 1905; the effect of such execution would 
be within one year to increase the permanent force of 
the consolidated department to the extent of four officers; 
but for reasons which have been fully presented, such an 
increase is not authorized by the act of Feb. 2, 1901, or 
by the act of April 23, 1904; indeed, the last named 
enactment provides for a considerable reduction in the 
number of Assistant Adjutants General, with the rank 
of major. I must therefore conclude that, if Major Bar- 
ber continues in service until Lieutenant Colonel Twee- 
daie retires, or until Lieutenant Colonel Kerr is ad- 
vanced to the grade of colonel, his right to promotion 
will then have accrued and he will become entitled to 
advancement to the grade of lieutenant colonel, and that 
vacancy so created in the office of The Military Secre- 
tary may then be filled by appointment in the manner 
now prescribed by law.”

ARTILLERY CORPS ORGANIZATION QUESTION. 


Capt. Oliver L. Spaulding, jr., Art. Corps, U.S.A., is 
not convinced that the abolition of the old regimental 
organization of the Artillery and the substitution 
of the corps formation in its place was a_ wise 
proceeding, and his views on the subject as_pre- 
sented in the Journal of the United States Artil- 
lery deserve serious attention. He contends that 
three years’ experience with the corps formation has not 
yet proved its superiority to the regimental organization, 
defective as the latter undoubtedly was in some respects. 
He suggests that a modified form of the regimental sys- 
tem might be adopted with real benefit to the Service. A 
regiment, he points out, is the proper organization to de- 
velop esprit de corps, being small enough to be knowable 
and large enough to encourage friendly rivalry among 
batteries, whereas the present corps is too large, the 
company too small and the arrangement of Artillery 
districts not sufficiently permanent as to personnel to 
permit the growth of the spirit of unity, cohesion and in- 
dividuality. “That spirit,’’ Captain Spaudling goes on to 
say, “is a magnificent thing. When one feels that he 





belongs to the regiment: knows and is known by it; 
watches and is watched by it; feels that his battery is 
his own and himself an integral part of the battery; 
knows that where the regiment goes the battery ordi- 
narily will go, and that where the battery goes he also 
ordinarily will go—when he gets all these ideas so soaked 


into him that he is controlled by them without con- 
sciously thinking of them; then he is going to work with 
some enthusiasm for the little daily improvements in 
battery or regiment, since all such work is more or less 
for himself and permanently so. But with the corps 
system much of this spirit vanishes, and I do not see 
how it is to be restored. We do our work—I think we 
all at least try to do our duty—but much of the enthus- 
iasm is gone out of it. We don’t feel as if we belonged 
to anything, and we are doing our duty more be- 
cause it is a duty than before. Most officers with whom 
I have discussed it seem to have this feeling; many of 
the men have it—some, on occasion, say so: others simply 
act as if it were so.” Captain Spaulding therefore pro- 
poses that the Artillery Corps shall consist of sixteen 
regiments, that each regiment shall consist of eight 
coast batteries, two light batteries and one band, and that 
all the coast fortifications in the United States shall be 
divided into sixteen regimental districts, designated by 
letters; around the coast in rotation, down the Atlantic 
coast and up the Pacific, Porto Rico being attached to a 
mainland district. The sixteen regiments, in order, shall 
be assigned to districts, the coast batteries manning the 
fortifications and the light batteries being stationed as 
near their regiments as circumstances will permit. Every 
five years the regiment in district A shall relieve the 
regiment in district B, and so on, all movements taking 
place simultaneously. Captain Spaulding states that the 
plan here briefly outlined bears the approval of many 
other Artillery officers, and that in his opinion it is better 
calculated to produce good soldiers and competent artil- 
lerists than the present system. He offers it, however, 
chiefly for the purpose of stimulating discussion, and it 
can hardly fail of that object. 
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REPORT ON THE PERDICARIS CASE. 

In an official despatch dated “Flagship Brooklyn, 
Tangier, Morocco, May 31, 1904,” Admiral Chadwick 
gives an account of the Raisuli case in which he says: 

“A tribal chief, Raisuli, whose adherents, the total 
of whom do not exceed one hundred men bearing arms, 
occupy a region some thirty or forty miles south-east 
of Tangier, has long been disaffected, and in a state of 
insurgency against the Sultan’s authority. A number 
of his adherents are now in prison in Tangier, and there 
is said to be a very considerable number of Moors in the 
city who aid and abet him. About a year since a village 
of [aisuli’s people was burned by the government 
troops but a short distance from Tangier. There has 
been here for many years (some 23 or 24), an English- 
man of means named Harris, who has come to know the 
tribes well. He has long been the correspondent of the 
London Times. It happened that a servant of Harris 
was a native of the village attacked, and on his request- 
ing to go there to look after his family, Harris went with 
him. He was seized and carried back some ten or 
twelve miles into the country, and, although many of the 
tribesmen were his warm friends, held to exchange for 
some prisoners taken from the tribe and held in Tangier. 
From Harris’ accounts he narrowly escaped murder, as 
many of the unruly fanatic hillsmen knew nothing of 
him except that he was a Christian and a captive. He 
was, after three weeks’ detention, exchanged for seven- 
teen of the prisoners mentioned. ! 

“This was the foundation for the present difficulty. 
No European of any position had ever been seized before, 
but this case evidently showed the way to further ad- 
vantage, and resulted in the seizure of Mr. Perdicaris 
and of his step-son, Mr. Varley. Mr. Perdicaris has 
been living here some 32 years. He has a town residence 
and a country house some three miles beyond the walls, 
in which latter they have been accustomed to spend the 
spring months. They moved to this house on May 16; 
on the 18th, while at dinner, some frightened servants 
called that one of the men was being murdered. Mr. 
Perdicaris and Mr. Varley, going to the somewhat dis- 
tant court where the assailants were, found two of the 
men bound. They themselves were at once seized and 
told by Raisuli, who was present, that they must accom- 
pany the party. No damage was done the house; no 
articles of value were taken, and no harm done to any- 
one beyond the fright arising from the threats of the 
assailants. The two gentlemen were carried off in even- 
ing dress, though Raisuli sent back and got an overcoat 
for Mr. Perdicaris, an attention due to his age and very 
necessary on account of the cold nights here. As no 
previous alarm had been given by any one of the large 
number of men servants of many nationalities em- 
ployed by Mr. Perdicaris, it is supposed that a number 
of them were previously cognizant of Raisuli’s intentions, 

“The prisoners are now forty miles distant in the 
mountains south of Tetuan, and are understood to be 
as well cared for as possible under the conditions of the 
wild life with which they are associated. Raisuli’s de- 
mands are as follows: The release of prisoners at Tan- 
gier and elsewhere; the dismissal of the present Basha 
here, who is much disliked; the payment by the family of 
the Basha (which includes an uncle to the one here, who 
is Basha Fez), of $70,000; freedom of Raisuli’s tribal 
regions from taxes; (independence of Sultan’s control in 
fact), and a full pardon for all. It will thus be seen that 
the action is wholly one against the Sultan, or more 
immediately against the Sultan’s representative in this 
region. There is but one outcome which can be insisted 
upon, which is a yielding by the Sultan to Raisuli’s 
demands.” 
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THE SUPPRESSION OF DISORDER. 


One fact which we have not heretofore noted and 
which strongly encourages the hope for an early restora- 
tion of law and order in the mining region of Colorado, 
where there has recently been so much violence and 
crime, is that the most drastic measure adopted by 
Governor Peabody in his efforts to suppress disorder 
has been specifically upheld by the Supreme Court of 
the State. In order to obtain a correct understanding 
of the matter it is necessary to state the following facts: 
Charles M. Moyer, president of the Western Federation 
of Miners, was arrested by the military authorities 
and his counsel applied for his release on bail. That ap- 
plication was denied, whereupon the Supreme Court was 
asked to pass upon the question “whether the Gover- 
nor, under the Constitution and under the conditions 
known to exist, can declare martial law, and as an inci- 
dent thereto, suspend the writ of habeas corpus.” The 
decision of the Supreme Court is in effect that Moyer 
“was not illegally arrested,” and that he may properly 
be held in military custody until, in the judgment of 
the Governor, he may be reasonably “turned over to the 





usual civil authorities of the county to be dealt with 
in the ordinary course of justice.” Continuing, the 
Court says: 

“By our Constitution the Governor is the commander- 
in-chief of the military .orces of the State, and is em- 
powered to call out the militia to suppress .nsurrection. 
It must, therefore, become his duty to determine as a 
fact when conditions exist in a given locality which de- 
mand that, in the discharge of his duties as chief execu- 
tive of the State, he shall employ the militia to suppress 
insurrection. In suppressing an insurrection it has been 
many times determined that the military may resort to 
extreme force as against armed and riotous resistance, 
even to the extent of taking life of the rioters. * * * It 
is impossible to imagine upon what hypothesis it can be 
successfully claimed that the milder means of seizing the 
persons of those participating in the insurrection or aid- 
ing and abetting it may not be resorted to. * * * If the 
military, as soon as a rioter or insurrectionist is arrested, 
must turn him over to the civil authorities of the county, 
the arrest might and in many instances would amount 
to a mere farce. * * * The Governor, in employing the 
militia to suppress an insurrection, is * * * but acting in 
a civil capacity. * * * The petitioner was lawfully ar- 
rested by the military authorities while the work of sup- 
pressing the insurrection in San Miguel County was in 
progress. Such arrest being lawful, his restraint by re- 
spondents until it is repressed is not illegal.”’ 

The importance of this decision lies in the fact that it 
defines the power and prerogatives of the Governor be- 
yond all doubt or misunderstanding. As in the case of 
the President in exercising corresponding functions, he 
alone has authority to determine whether conditions justify 
the use of military power, and for the courts to nullify 
his acts by requiring him to turn over to the civil 
courts persons arrested for rioting would be to defeat 
the very purposes which his authority as Commander-in- 
Chief of the State forces is designed to accomplish. It 
is to be hoped that this clear and explicit definition of 
the rights and powers of the executive branch of the 
Government may be the beginning of a new order of 
things in the administration of law and justice in Colo- 
rado, and that out of the deplorable conditions hitherto 
prevailing there may rise a durable peace based upon 
law and respect for established authority.

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FINE PERFORMANCE OF THE KENTUCKY. 


By Lieut. R. W. MeNeely, U.S.N., in the Scientific 
American. 


The U.S.S. Kentucky, which has just returned from 
the Asiatic Station, made some remarkable records at a 
recent target practice with some of her guns, these re- 
sults being largely due to new devices invented by her 
officers. 

The custom formerly had been for each gun pointer to 
make his own allowance for speed, wind, etc., by aiming 
to the right or left of the target, as the case might re- 
quire. This inexact method was entirely done away with 
during the recent four-year cruise of the Kentucky, and 
chanical means have been substituted, whereby the 
sights can be turned in azimuth, so that exact allow- 
uces can be made. while the gun pointer is always look- 
ing at the spot to be hit. In the 13-inch and 8-inch tur- 
ret sights, this is accomplished by mounting the tele- 
scope On vertical trunnions, motion being given by a 
sraduated sliding wedge, the telescope being held against 

vedge by a heavy flat spring. The changes in ele- 
ition are made by a drum and screw, as in the older 
designs of sights. All these parts are massive, and have 
large excesses of strength. The turrets are trained by 
me man, the trainer; and each gun is pointed by another 
man, the pointer, who fires the gun. These men are of 
necessity not stationed close together, and it is therefore 
obviously difficult to have all the sights of the turrets 
moved or “set” together, although that is greatly to be 
desired. Just here it may be mentioned that one of the 
lvantages of the superimposed turret made itself 
evident when our Navy began to take up the question 
of accurate shooting. It is obvious that the drift which 
is inherent in all rifled cannon, but different for each 
caliber, is not the same for the 13-inch as for the 8-inch 
guns; therefore, when the turret is trained exactly on 
the target for the 8-inch guns, the 13-inch is slightly off. 
rhis inaccuracy is of no importance as long as only one 
sun of the turret is firing, but when both sets of guns 

« firing, the error will be introduced. 

lhe chance of premature explosion of a loading charge 
in the turret guns by burning particles and ignited 
fumes has long been recognized, and ingenious and effec- 
tive means were used aboard the Kentucky on the Asi- 

ic station, during the recent target practice, to drive 
these dangerous foes out of the gun on opening the 
breech. One of these was to make a “‘closed stokehole” 

e turret, by introducing an atmospheric pressure in 

« turret chamber of about one-half inch. Another was 
irect a compressed air jet on the breech during open- 
Both these methods drove every particle of cinder, 
residue, or fume out of the muzzle, and left a clear cham- 
her, so that it made no difference what had been the ma- 
terial of the powder-bag, or whether the fumes ignited 
or not. Many shots were fired with an interval between 
shots of 30 seconds; which is many times the speed orig- 
inally thought possible with some of our 13-inch turret 





\Vith the 5-inch battery of the Kentucky, some novel 
leas were introduced for the first time, and it was with 
these guns that the most remarkable records were made. 
The original sights of these guns were not arranged so 
the correction in azimuth (for speed, wind, etc.) 
d be given to both sights at once by the sight-setter, 
this drawback was removed by introducing a heavy 
xr, which gave parallel motion to the two sights. For- 
ly, it had been the custom for the sight-setter to set

It must be remembered that 
e large gun was loaded with a dummy cartridge at the 
time of loading the Morris tube, so that every movement 
of firing was given to the crew except the actual shock 
ni noise of discharge. Strange as it may seem, nothing 
bat pereussion primers, which many ordnance experts 
think obsolete, were used. The lanyard used to fire the 
sun was pulled by an electro-magnet, and the interval 
between the time the pointer “willed to fire’ and the 
il “discharge’’ was the same as in purely electric 
priner fire. The contact for the electro-magnetic circuit 
led to a platform attached to the revolving part of 
cun-carriage, on which the pointer stood. This plat- 
allowed the pointer to stand in a fixed position 
» the gun was in motion, and also gave him the use 
one free leg and foot with which to fire the gun by 
sing the contact. The platform also gave the pointer 
the use of his right hand (which is generally exclusively 
for firing) to assist his left hand in working the gun. 
It is not so remarkable, but rather natural, that the re- 
<able record of eleven hits in one minute was made 
r these favoring conditions. 

lt is the custom nowadays to have a practising de- 
known as the “loading machine” on board each 
This device is arranged so that the drill cartridges 
the same shape, size, and weight as those used for 
il firing, and each day the crews were drilled at 
machine. ‘This drill gives the crews fine physical 
‘ise as well as team work. Since the renaissance of 
1\l ordnance, about two years ago, improvements, dis- 
ries, and changes are being made in drills as well as 
naterial. Thus, nowadays, the drill officer has be- 
cone a “eoach,” and the crew become a “team.” It was 
by these means, coupled with the improved sights, that 
it heeame possible to fire twelve rounds in one minute 
1 a 5-inch gun, and to make eleven hits, range 1,600 
virls, speed 10 knots; something that nine months ago 

wonld have been thought impossible. 
The smaller guns of the Kentucky’s battery consist of 


6-pounders, 1-pounder Hotchkiss R.F. guns, and 1- 
pounder Maxim-Nordenfelt automatics. The day of non- 
automatic guns below a 3-inch R.F. is past; and as the 
(i-pounder and 1-pounder R.F. guns did not develop any 
new ideas, they will not be described. 

Happily, the extreme usefulness of the to o became 
evident to our Navy before the Russo-Japan War brought 
that question before the world, and our Navy will soon 
regain the time lost while the experts were fighting it 
out academically. 

The question as to the ultimate age of naval guns, 
which is so often asked, is a question of the quality of 
the powder used in the gun. The Pnglish prefer a nitro- 
glycerine compound, and as the temperature of combus- 
tion is very high—higher than the fusing point of steel 
at each discharge a thin layer of the bore of the gun is 
fused or pitted, until the bore is eroded or worn out. In 
our Navy, a pure nitro-cellulose powder is used, and its 
temperature of combustion is lower than the fusing 
point of steel. Therefore, on discharge, the bore is not 
fused or eroded, and the life of our guns is practically 
indefinite. The English are now adopting a nitro-cell- 
ulose powder. 

The Kentucky class of ships has often been called 
“wet” because of their low freeboard forward. This is 
undoubtedly a disadvantageous feature, which in the 
newer ships is overcome by raising the freeboard; but it 
must be understood that the Kentucky could have fought 
all her main battery guns in any weather that she ex- 
perienced during the last three years. 

The electrical department of this ship is unusually 
complete, and not only are all of her turret motors elec- 
tric, but the ammunition hoists, deck winches, and boat 
cranes are electric. Her bunker chutes load directly to 
her coal bunkers, and this feature, combined with fast 
electric deck winches, makes a rapid and easy ship to 
coal. Her crew in one working day put in over 1,100 
tons of coal. These points all combine to make her, in 
spite of her age, a very valuable ship for our fleet. 

The steam engineering department, which furnishes 
the propelling power, is the one which generally suf- 
fers the most deterioration in a three of four years’ 
cruise; but this rule apparently does not apply to the 
Kentucky. Since she left the United States in Novem- 
ber, 1900, she has cruised 65,000 miles, and, if necessary, 
she could immediately repeat this excellent performance, 
although the ship has been kept on the go, and therefore 
away from dockyard repairs for over three years and a 
half. The consumption of coal per diem averaged about 
135 tons, and enough coal for over three days’ steaming 
at full speed was in her bunkers on arrival at Tomp- 
kinsville on May 21, 1964. 
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RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 


All movements in the war between Russia and Japan 
still center in attack and defense of Port Arthur. The 
movement of the Russians to the south in the Liao 
Tung Peninsula under General Stakelberg, if it did re- 
sult in a defeat for them appears to have been a success 
to the extent of delaying Japanese movements against 
the Russian stronghold. It was apparently timed in 
co-operation with the raid of the Russian fleet at Vladi- 
vostock, which seriously disconcerted the movements of a 
Japanese army under General Nogi, presumably intended 
as a reinforcement against Port Arthur. A fleet of 
26 or more transports are reported to have gathered at 
a Japanese port June 1, to transport this army, and the 
vessels against which the Russians made their successful 
raid are supposed to have been a part of this fleet. The 
Japanese investing Port Arthur were forced to make a 
hasty movement to the north to meet the Russians, and 
they appear to have withdrawn their forces operating 
in the neighborhood of Feng-Wang-Cheng (near the 
Korean gate), to Siri-Yan (Hsin-Yen), and Hai-Cheng, or 
perhaps Tashichiao, as a flank movement against the 
Russian army operating on the Liao Tung Peninsula. 
This last movement appears to have been made too late, 
or too slowly to have accomplished its purpose, which 
was to flank the Russians and crush them between two 
armies. The Japanese report skirmishing upon the 
night of June 18 near Sin-Yen, where they are reported 
to have three divisions, or 30,000 men. Kuropatkin 
seems not only to have halted the movement against 
Port Arthur, but also to have checked the movement 
from Feng-Wang-Cheng in the direction of Liao-Yang. 

The Japanese force moving north on the Peninsula 
against General Stakelberg is estimated at 70,000, though 
we doubt whether it was so large. The Russians report 
their losses at Vafangow, June 15, as 3,426 officers and 
men, viz: 17 officers and 519 men killed; 97 officers and 
1,988 men wounded, and 12 officers and 763 men missing, 
these last being among the dead, according to Japanese 
reports of the number of dead left on the field. They 
give the Russian loss as 10,000. Other accounts coming 
from Russian unofficial sources, give the total as between 
6,000 and 7,000. 

The Russians lay stress on the effectiveness of the 
artillery of the Japanese, who are reported to have had 
100 guns to 60 of the Russians. The Japanese admit 
a loss of less than one thousand, but it must have been 
much more than this. The Russians declare that the 
Japanese suffered “‘tremendous losses” in turning their 
right flank: The assert that the Japanese in seeking the 
weak point in their line were guided by information 
furnished by Chinese spies. 

Speeial despatches say that the Russians at Vafan- 
gow had forty-two battalions against forty-four Japanese 
battalions. 

The Russians at last accounts were resting at Vant- 
sialin, thirty miles north of Vafangow and the Japanese 
were resting at that point, probably recuperating and 
gathering supplies for a further advance. 

A lieutenant of Cossacks says the American Military 
Attaches were with his command most of June 15, 
during the hottest part of the fight. He commented 
upon their coolness and their professional interest in the 
operations to the exclusion of the idea of personal danger. 

Skirmishing at Port Arthur is reported, but no serious 
fighting. The correspondent of an American paper who 
made his way to Port Arthur declares that the post was 
constantly receiving provisions smuggled in by Chinese 
junks; that the force there numbered between 50,000 and 
60,000, and that these are in good health and spirits. 
As this correspondent was captured outside of Port 
Arthur; taken into the town blindfolded; kept in prison 
for three days, and then sent out with his eyes bandaged, 
it is difficult to understand how he obtained his news, 
unless the Russians loaded him with information for 
foreign consumption. The Russians declare that the 
work of repairing their ships at Port Arthur has reached 
a most satisfactory conclusion. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says 





that thirty-one guns, three torpedoes and a large quan- 
tity of ammunition have been recovered from the Russian 
cruiser Variag sunk at Chemulpo. 

Vice Admiral Skrydloff reported June 20 that the 
cruiser division returned to Vladivostok without losing 
any men or sustaining any damage. It sank the Japan- 
ese transport Hitachi, and the Idzumi, homeward bound 
with a few sick soldiers, also two smal! Japanese sailing 
craft. The Sado transport was shelled. Owing to heavy 
seas and a dense fog on that side of the Straits of Tsu- 
hima the Japanese ships were obliged to move with great 
caution and failed to get within forty miles of the Rus- 
sians, who had fine weather. The squadron afterwards 
attempted to intercept the returning R who, how- 
ever, took an unusual course via the coast of Hokkaido. 
In addition to the transports sunk, the Russians 
some big ships loaded with fuel. One was the British 
collier Allanton carrying Japanese coal from Murara to 
Sasebo. 

According to the careful estimate of the Méilitir 
Wochenblatt the Russians must now have in Manchuria, 
making no deduction for losses, about 200,000 men with 
450 guns, or adding the forces recently mobilized in 
Europe, 248,450 with 688 guns. The total strength of 
the Japanese is estimated by the same authority as 226,- 
100 with 780 guns, but it is impossible to say how many 
have been landed. The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Kiélnische Zeitung estimates that General Kuro- 
patkin’s field army comprises 98 battalions and 48 squad- 
rons or sotnias, giving a strength of 92,000 with 268 
guns. The railway guards and militia constituted of 
Russian residents are not included in this estimate. The. 
Russian Gazette of the Siberian Railway reports that 
from 12 to 15 trains are passing each way daily over 
the line. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Essex, to be used by the Naval Militia of 
Ohio, arrived at Halifax, N.S., June 21, bound for 
Toledo, O., via the St. Lawrence and the lakes, 


The monitors Arkansas, Nevada and Florida joined 
the training squadron at Newport News, Va., June 21. 
The middies aboard the ships visited the ship yard. 

The Bureau of Navigation, acting under orders from 
the Secretary of the Navy, is planning to erect a naval 
coaling station at California City Point, in San Francisco 
bay, where arrangements will be made for the storage 
of not less than one hundred thousand tons of coal for 
the use of the Navy in those waters. 

Some quick work was accomplished under the direction 
of Naval Constructor Danie] C. Nutting, U.S.N., in re- 
moving the three 13-inch guns from the U.S.S. Indiana 
at the New York yard on July 18. Bach gun weighs 
seventy tons, and a gang of fifteen men began the work of 
taking them from the Indiana and placing them on a 
lighter at 8 a.m., and concluded the task at 5 p.m. 

Now that the Philadelphia has been detailed for duty, 
as receiving ship at the Puget Sound Naval Station, 
Paymaster David M. Addison, U.S.N., has been detached 
from that vessel and directed to continue other duties 
at that yard. The Philadelphia takes the place of the 
old wooden corvette Nipsic, which has been at the Puget 
Sound Station since 1891 and has been condemned as 
unfit for further service of any kind. 

A delegation from the National Pattern Makers” 
League of America, all of New York, called on President 
Roosevelt June 17 to solicit his influence in securing 
a re-adjustment of the wages of pattern makers em- 
ployed in the Washington Navy Yard. og informed 
the President that the rate of wages in the Washington 
yard was lower than that paid at Philadelphia, New 
York or Norfolk. The President requested them to 
bring the matter to the attention of Secretary Moody, 
assuring them that the subject would receive proper 
consideration. 

In speaking of the arrival of the U.S. squadron at 
Lisbon, under Rear Admiral Barker, recently, the New 
York Herald says: “In the most perfect weather imagin- 
able the American naval squadron, consisting of the 
Kearsarge, the Alabama and the Maine, Rear Admiral 
Albert S. Barker in command, entered the Tagus, afford- 
ing an imposing spectacle as the vessels cleaved the 
smooth blue waters of the Tagus, their snow white 
hulls glistening in the bright rays of the morning sun, 
As the Kearsarge hove opposite Belem Tower, that his- 
torical monument of Portugal’s pristine naval glory, a 
cloud of white smoke suddenly enveloped the former and 
the roar of artillery shook the air. The Tower quickly 
followed suit, answering back gun for gun. After having 
thus saluted the land, the Kearsarge, after dropping 
anchor further up the river, saluted the sea forces in 
similar fashion, the Portugese cruiser Dom Carlos I, 
returning the compliment. At midday Rear Admiral 
Moraes de Sousa, commander-in-chief of the Portugese 
naval squadron at present in the Tagus, proceeded on 
board the American flagship, in order to pay his respects 
to Rear Admiral Barker, and at the same time to invite 
him to witness that afternoon the ceremony of enrol- 
ment of the Infante Dom Manue] as a midshipman in 
the Portugese navy. The Rear Admiral, accompanied 
by Mr. Charles Page Bryan, the United States Minister; 
Capt. R. P. Rodgers, Capt. C. H. Davis and Capt. E. H. 
C. Leutz, commanders of the Kearsarge, Alabama and 
Maine respectively; Lieut. EK. W. Eberle, Capt. Dion 
Williams and Lieut. W. V. Pratt, landed early in the 
afternoon and called upon all the State Ministers in 
turn. At half-past four they proceeded to the arsenal, 
the interior of which presented a gay and animated 
appearance. The official, military and naval elements 
and the royal household were fully represented, and to 
whichever side one turned gorgeous uniforms met the 
eye. Society was also represented by many of its 
‘smartest’ and handsomest women.” 

In the case of Thomas Daniel Hussey, held for fraud- 
ulent enlistment, who, after being discha as ap- 
prentice for inaptitude, swore, on being enlisted as a 
landsman, that he had no previous naval service. Charles 
H. Darling, acting Secretary, after citing the law and 
precedent in other cases, says: ‘‘In the case now under 
consideration, the first element of the offense is barred, 
more than two years having elapsed since the fraudulent 
enlistment was effected. The receipt of pay and allow- 
ances is not in itself an offense, but mes so only in 
consequence of fraudulent enlistment, which act in this 
instance, having been committed more than two years 
since, could not be set forth in charges and proved at 
the trial. It is suggested that there is an analogy be- 
ween the continuing receipt of pay and allowances under 
a fraudulent enlistment and the continuing absence of a 
deserter from day to day during his term of enlistment. 
Such analogy exists in fact, to some degree at least, but 
desertion is explicitly excepted from the operation of 
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the Statute of Limitations by the provisions of Article 
62 of the Articles for the Government of the Navy, 
whereas no such exception is made with regard to fraud- 
ulent enlistment. Hussey was ‘discharged for inap- 
titude’ while an apprentice, third class, April 17, 1899. 
Nearly two years later he enlisted as a landsman. It is 
not shown whether the ‘inaptitude’ which caused his 
discharge as an apprentice continued and had it been 
known would have stood as a bar to his enlistment of 
February 12, 1901; if not, his enlistment is not fraudu- 
lent within the meaning of the statute. (McClure’s Di- 
gest, page 385, Sec. 1412; also case of Richard Devine, 
J.A.G., No. 7906-98). It is not the mere concealment 
of prior service that constitutes fraudulent enlistment, 
but the concealment of some fact which, if known, ‘would 
have caused his rejection.’ (Idem). In view of the fore- 
going, the bureau is advised that Thomas D. Hussey 
should not be brought to trial for fraudulent enlistment.” 

Of the U.S. receiving ship Franklin, now doing duty 
as a receiving ship at Norfolk, Va., an officer writes. 
“The Franklin was originally a ship of the line, 2,257 
tons, 74 guns. She was built in 1815; broken up in 
1852-53, and rebuilt at Portsmouth, N.H., in 1854 as a 
steam frigate of 51 guns. She was launched in 1864 
and received her machinery at Boston, Mass., and sailed 
from New York on her first cruise in 1867. The first 
Franklin was in commission in 1815 under Capt. J. 
Smith, Oct. 14, 1817, sailed from Philadelphia as flag- 
ship of Commodore Charles Stewart for the Mediter- 
ranean Squadron, carried out Mr. Rush as Minister to 
England and returned to New York April 24, 1820. Oct. 
11, 1821, she sailed from New York as flagship of the 
Pacific Squadron, Commodore Charles Stewart, and re- 
turned Aug. 29, 1824, to New York. She was in ordinary 
1825-1842; 1843, receiving ship, Boston, and towed to 
Portsmouth to test the floating dock. In the winter 
of 1853 the new ship house at Portsmouth Navy Yard 
was lengthened 50 feet and the keel of the frigate was 
laid, the old ship being under process of demolition. 
The second Franklin or new Franklin, a steam frigate, 
sailed from New York June 28, 1867, as flagship of the 
European Squadron, under the command of Admiral D. 
G. Farragut. She returned to New York Nov. 10, 1868. 
In 1869-1871 she was flagship of the European Squadron; 
1872-1873, laid up at Boston; 1873-1874, in the North 
Atlantic Squadron. April 11, 1874-1876, flagship, 
European Squadron. For a short time in the latter 
year she was on special service under the command of 
Captain Ransom and brought “Boss” Tweed back to the 
United States from Spain. In 1877-1904, she was receiv- 
ing ship at Norfolk, Va., and in 1881 (October) she was 
used as a hotel ship at Yorktown Centennial.” 

The command of the New Orleans Naval Station in the 
fall, winter and spring, is among the most desirable 
posts in the country, but during the summer months the 
temperatures are so high that but little comfort can be 
extracted from duty at that point. 


Irom a private letter from a member of the crew of 
an important German warship in the Baltic, it is evident 
that the effective use of torpedoes by the Japanese at 
Port Arthur has excited great interest in the German 
navy. The statements of the writer rendered into English 
are as follows: “The first week of June the fleet spent 
in maneuvers in the Baltic, and nearly every night we 
went out ‘torpedo cruising,’ as we call it. The large 
ships would go along without showing any lights what- 
ever, and the torpedo boats attacked them. On board 
the big ships we had to keep a sharp lookout everywhere, 
fore and aft and aloft. The torpedo boats were very 
hard to discover, particularly on dark nights, and they 
often got very close to us. We have also had a lot of 
training in torpedo-shooting, which is very interesting 
work. We went out in two parties, one shooting at the 
line of battleships while passing. As this was done in 
daylight we could follow the whole course of the torpedo 
from the instant of the discharge until it hit us. Nearly 
all the torpedoes made hits. I suppose it is because of 
the Japanese achievements with torpedoes that we are 
now doing so much maneuvering with them.” 

Rear Admiral Chadwick, U.S.N., in command of the 
squadron sent to Tangiers, to back up the demands for 
the release of an American citizen held prisoner by ban- 
dits, had better keep his weather eye open for the navy 
of Morocco. It consists of one gunboat of 450 tons, 
armed with two 9-pounders and has a speed of about 
14 knots. The other vessel is the steamer Al Hassaneh, 
1,100 tons, with a speed of 12 knots. She is armed with 
six 6-inch Krupp guns, and four machine guns. 

According to a report from Capt. W. S. Cowles, U.S. 
N., received at the Navy Department, the Missouri, which 
arrived at Gibraltar June 23, made the run of 3,140 nau- 
tical miles from Cape Henry, Va., to Cape St. Vincent, 
Portugal, in ten days and eight hours, which is an av- 
erage speed of 12.6 knots per hour. The Missouri will go 
to Piraeus. 

Advices from Norfolk, Va., state that the U.S. sub- 
marine boat Adder returned to Norfolk Navy Yard June 
23 after a successful test of two days in Hampton Roads. 
The vessel was given tests in surface running, running 
partly submerged, sinking and rising to the surface. The 
boat remained submerged three hours. 


Official announcement was made at the Navy Depart- 
ment this week that the battleship Oregon won the tro- 
phy this year for excellence in gannery in the last annual 
target practice, and the award has accordingly been or- 
dered made. The gunboat Dolphin won the trophy for 
vessels of her class and the John Paul Jones won the 
torpedoboat destroyer trophy. The battleship Wisconsin 
was second in the race for the battleship trophy; the 
Samar, on the Asiatic station, was second in the gun- 
boat class, and the Truxtun second in the destroyer class, 
The trophies are made of beautiful bronze, with appro- 
priate and artistic designs in relief, one showing a tor- 
pedoboat at full speed in a heavy sea, another a battle- 
ship in full action, and the third a six-inch barbette gun. 
Secretary of the Navy Moody was so pleased with the 
splendid record made by the gunners of the Dolphin that 
he has sent his personal congratulations to the officers 
and crew on having won the gunboat trophy. The victory 
is regarded as especially creditable as the Dolphin 
has had to put in her target practice in the inter- 
vals between tours of duty which have required con- 
tinuous cruising and have afforded less favorable op- 
portunities for drills and preliminary work than the reg- 
ular routine of naval vessels. 

Although the American schooner Ingomar did not win 


the race from Dover to Heligoland for Emperor Wil- 
liam’s cup, she nevertheless won renown for American 


vacht construction. She was the first yacht to cross the 
line at the finish, and by two hours’ actual time ahead of 
the second boat, but lost the race by reason of a big 
handicap of from five to nine hours.

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NAVAL EXAMINATIONS: FOR PROMOTION. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
When a recent order was issued by the War Depart- 
ment, several provisions were incorporated that are very 


suggestive for the Navy Department. One provision is: 
“When an officer has been suspended from promotion for 
one year on account of failure in his professional examina- 
tion, no officer of his branch of the Service who served 
upon the board which found him deficient shall be a 
member of-the board which re-examines such officer.” 
Another: “It shall be borne in mind that the object of 
examination is to determine the actual professional fit- 
ness of officers for promotion. Mere cramming is not a 
desirable feature in the examination of mature and gen- 
erally well educated men.” 

The first of these provisions is a wise one, for many 
reasons: it does away with the condition where a board 
may become prematurely prejudiced against the appli- 
cant for promotion. The applicant may have an enemy 
or enemies on the board. The same ordeal as in a G.C. 
M. is gone through, save one, which is: in court-mar- 
tials the accused is asked if he objects to any member 
of the board, and if he does, that member is obliged to 
step out. To be sure, no officer likes board duty, it is a 
condition of irritation to most of them, who become in 
time superconscientious, another term for prejudice and 
animal feeling of the survival of the fittest. In other 
words board duty creates a hatred of mankind.

I 
heartily congratulate you upon being thus distinguished 
mong the officers of the United States Army.’’ General 
Grant then pinned the medal upon the breast of Lieu- 
tenant Bickham. With the same ceremony he pinned 
the medal upon the breast of Lieut. George C. Shaw, 
also of the 27th, reciting his gallant action in a desper- 
ute assault upon a Moro fortification, where he had led a 
furious assault on the works and scaling the wall reached 
the top alone, every man dead beside him, but he held 
the position alone until the rest of the company reached 
him and the fortification was taken. 

After General Grant had placed the medals upon the 
breasts of Lieutenant Shaw and Lieutenant Bickham the 
troops passed in review. After an inspection of the 
troops by the reviewing officer a charming reception was 
ziven at the home of Col. and Mrs. Yeatman, where the 
officers and their families and the visitors at the post 
vere given an opportunity of meeting General and Mrs. 
Grant, who had been an interested witness of the cere- 
mony.

NEW YORK CAMP. 


The 47th Regiment, in command or Lieut. Col. Henry 
Cc. Barthman, arrived at Roa Hook to relieve the 234 
Regiment, at 12:55 p.m., June 18. The command, which 
numbered 500 men, quickly detrained and entered the 
camp ground thirty-five minutes after its arrival at Roa 
Hook, half an hour quicker than the 234 Regiment. At- 
tached to the 47th was the 17th Separate Company, of 
Flushing, Capt. John F. Klein with eighty-two men. No 
time was lost in erecting tents, and betore su r call 
the camp was properly established. In this the 47th Regi- 
ment won deserved praise. Lieutenant Colonel Barthman 
was in command of the regimen., while Brevet Brig. Gen. 
John G. Eddy commands the forces of the 2d Brigade at 
camp. 

The 3d Battery, Capt. H. 8S. Rasquin, which shared 
the camp with the 47th Regiment, arrived at 1:15 p.m., 
Sunday, June 12, after marching from Brooklyn. The 
men and horses were in very good condition. The battery 
left its armory Friday morning, June 10, at 9 o'clock and 
camped at Van Cortland Park over night. The evening 
of June 11 was spent at Ossining, and camp was broken 
at 6:30 a.m. next day for the last stage of the march. 
There were ninety-eight officers and men present out of 
117 on the roll. On the march a rest of ten minutes was 
taken every hour. Major James T. Ashley, of the 13th 
Regiment, accompanied the battery as a guest, and the 
camp at Ossining was named in his honor. 

The sermon on Sunday morning, June 12, was preached 
by Chaplain Roland 8S. Dawson, of the 47th before a fair 
sized audience... Each command went through the usual 
routine of drill, which apoores daily. First assemblies 
of the regiment for battalion drill and guard mount were 
far too slow. 

While the battery was in camp, some 10,000 rounds of 30- 
caliber ammunition was fired in target practice. The first 
range was about 200 yards and later 500 yards and six Colt 
automatic rapid-fire guns, with which the battery was 
equipped, were used, Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, who is 
supervising the work of the battery, put ten good shots 
directly into the bull’s-eye himself. n. W. A. Kobbé 
and Capt. E. St. J. Greble, U.S.A., were interested spec- 
tators of the shooting. 

The drill of the 47th in field maneuvers on June 16, with 
an opposing and a defensive force, was very much of a 
farce. The men were not held under proper control, and 
the plan of action was not underst . That some men 
did not sustain serious injury from advancing close up 
to the rifles of the opposing force was a miracle. The 
camp was kept scrupulously clean, and there was little 
or no sick.

of anaesthetics, etc.; demonstration of first aid, etc., Hos- 
pital Corps drill, transportation of injured, ete. The staff

To Tue Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
lor the benefit of deserving soldiers who are appli- 
cants for pensions and who write to surgeons who may 


have attended them and are now out of the Service, I 
give the following suggestions: When writing on their 


cases they must give all the particulars possible, such 
as dates, circumstances, persons present at time of in- 
jury; if any line officer was present his name, rank, etc.; 
and any other information which might help the surgeon 


to remember the case. It often happens tnat a surgeon 
takes charge of a regimental hospital a few days before 
the end of the month and has, therefore, to sign all the 
records though he may not know anything about the 
cases for which he signs. I recollect that while an 
acting assistant surgeon at Puerto Principe City, Cuba, 
I had to make up the monthly records of the 15th In- 


fantry regiment hospital for over three months back; 
that is, February, March, April and part of the month 
of January, 1899; simply because the surgeons in charge 
had failed to do so; one of whom was a Regular Army 
surgeon, the other a contract surgeon (formerly called 


acting assistant surgeons). Some of the cases had been 
“under observation” for two months or more. In justice 
to the regular surgeon I must state that he was sick at 
the time with typhoid fever and the regimental com- 
mander wanted to court-martial the surgeon because the 
latter had not been reported “sick in district hospital.” 
Under these conditions I had to sign all the monthly 


“sick reports,” though I had nothing to do with the cases. 
Hence, when pension claims are sent me, very often I 
know nothing about the case.

OHIO NATIONAL GUARD. 


Vigorous preparations are being made for the Ohto 
National Guard maneuvers, which are to be held in Ath- 
ens County, Ohio, this State, August 16-23, inclusive. It 
will be the first undertaking of the kind in this State, 
and will be participated in by the entire guard, whose 
membership approximates 7,000. United States Senator 
Gen. Charles Dick, division commander, will be in com- 
mand. 

The site for the maneuvers is an admirable one, com- 
prising hills, dales, plains, rivers, roads and trails, and, 
in fact, nearly every natural condition possible. About 
30 per cent. is covered with timber. The site was located 
by Brig. Gen. C. W. Miner, U.S.A., retired, military ad- 
viser to Governor Herrick; Brig. Gen. Ammon B., Critch- 
field, A.G. of Ohio; Col. Worthington Kautzman, A.A.G., 
and Col. Edward L. Miller, A.Q.M.G. 

There are three railroads near the grounds, and tne 
Hocking River, nearby, will furnish excellent bathing fa- 
cilities. The country abounds in pure running water and 
springs. It is tne intention to make the operations con- 
form to actual warfare as nearly as possible. The maneu- 
vers are to bear no semblance whatever to ceremonies. 

Adjutant General Critchfield has advised the War De- 
partment of the maneuver arrangements, and has re-~ 
quested that a regiment of Infantry, a couple of troops 
of Cavalry and batteries of Artillery be ordered to the 
camp. He has also requested that Col. Arthur L. Wag- 
ner, U.S.A., be detailed to act as umpire, and that six- 
teen Regular Army officers be ordered to report to him 
for duty in this connection. Col. Alfred C, Sharp and 
Major Arthur Williams, U.S.A., who have been assigned 
several times to inspect the Ohio N.G., are among the 
officers suggested by General Critchfield for this duty. 
Their familiarity with the work of the Ohio Guard would 
render their services unusually invaluable. 

It is further requested that the Government furnish the 
Guard with 400,000 rounds of blank ammunition, without 
charge. A map of the conntry, over which the troops 
will operate, is being prepared and copies of the sane 
will be furnished the War Department. 

‘the division will be divided into two armies—one com- 
posed of the Ist Brigade, commanded by Brig. Gen. W. 
BR. McMaken, of Toledo, and the other, the 2d Brigade, 
commanded by Brig. Gen. John C. Speaks, of Columbus. 
One brigade will camp at Armitage, and the other near 
BReaumont, which will locate the two camps about four 
miles apart, the operations being largely over the in- 
tervening territory. General Critchfield believes that the 
plan of having two camps is the most advisable, because 


it will eliminate long marches which would be unavoid- 
able with but one camp. 
Brigadier General Miner will take an active part in 


the evolving of the problems. The presence and co-op- 
eration of the Regular Army will add to the value of the 
encampments. Governor Herrick is a pronounced mili- 
tary enthusiast, and like his predecessor, Hon. George 
Kk. Nash, he will spend much time in camp with the sol- 
diers, 

The four companies of the 7th Ohio Infantry, which were 
called out to quell the Hanging Rock riot, reached the 
scene of trouble in record breaking time. Especially note- 
worthy was the feat of Company G, of Manchester, 
which, though forced to travel seventy-five miles by a 
circuitous route, crossing the Ohio twice in _ ferries, 
reached Hanging Rock and reported for duty, with forty- 
four men in a little over three hour’s time. Company I, 
of Tronton, 48 men, was the first to arrive; Company K, 
of Portsmouth, 4 men, second; Company G, of Man- 
ehester, third, and Company C, Gallipolis, 34 men, fourth. 
Company G had the greatest distance to travel. 

The report of the expenses of the troops while on duty 
at Hanging Rock shows that Col. Carmi A. Thompson, 
commanding officer, exercised rigid economy. Exclusive 


of transportation the cost was but 36.1 cents per men 
per day. The expense at the Springfield riot was 75 cents 
per man per day. At this place the men were boarded 
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at restaurants, while at Hanging Rock they lived on field 
rations. 
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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Two troops of Cavalry from the N.G.N.Y., not exceed- 
ing seventy-five officers and men each, who shall be de- 
tailed from Squadron A and Troop C, are designated by 
the Governor to participate in the joint Army and militia 
maneuvers at Manassas, Va., in September next. These 
two troops are in addition to the organizations previously 
designated. 

Adjutant General Breintnall, of New Jersey, announces 
that from May 1, 1904, to Sept. 30, 194, a camp of in- 
struction in rifle practice is established on the rifle range 
at the State camp, Sea Girt, New Jersey. 

The annual inspection of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard will be made during the division encampment at 
Gettysburg, Pa., July 23 to 30, 1904, inclusive. 

Arrangements are to be made for the use of a stretch 
of ground near Anacostia and Congress Heights as a rifle 
range for the National Guard of the District of Colum- 
bia. There will be ranges up to 1,000 yards. 

Adjt. Gen. A. B. Farnum, of Maine, has uecided to send 
the Ist and 2d Infantry and the ambulance and signal 
corps to the Manassas maneuvers. The brigade will leave 
its home station on Sept. 2, and leave Manassas for home 
Sept. 11. It will number 1,321 officers and men. 

A rifle team from the Florida State troops will be sent 
to rticipate in the national match, which is to be held 
at Fort Riley, Kas., during the last week of August. The 
team will consist of twelve officers or enlisted men, ac- 
companied by three alternates, one team captain, one 
team coach and one team spotter. The selection of those 
who are to compose the team from this State will be 
made by competition. A preliminary match for this pur- 
pose will be held at Jacksonville, Fla., July 20 to 23, in- 
clusive. Col, Robert P. Carleton. LS.A.P., is detailed as 
team coach. The C.O. of tne Atlantic Division, U.S.A., 
having modified his invitation to the Florida State troops 
to participate in the maneuvers to be held at Manassas, 
Va., in September, the brigade of Florida State troops 
will be assembled in camp on or about the last day of 
August, and from the Infantry organizations compos- 
ing the same a provisional regiment will be formed. The 
original plan of selecting the companies by inspection 
and competitive examination will be adhered to, and the 
brigade commander will be authorized to organize the 
regiment by designating such companies as appear to 
have attained the highest degree of efficiency. The se- 
lection of a band to accompany the regiment will be made 
in like manner. 

Interesting as well as valuable instruction in field ser- 
vice was held by the 12th N.Y. at Van Cortlandt Park on 
the evening of June 16. The regiment entrained on special 
cars at 62d street and llth avenue at 5 p.m. and detrained 
at Riverdale at 6 p.m. It was divided into two bat- 
talions, one commanded by Major Buek, and the other 
by Major Huston. They represented offensive and de- 
fensive forces. One force was sent off to the north and 
then the other force, with advance and rear guards, 
marched off to locate the enemy. Colonel Dyer and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wainwright acted as umpires and were 
well satisfied with the result of the instruction. Blank 
ammunition was used and there were no casualties on 
either side. The regiment was due to entrain at River- 
dale for its home station at 8:15 p.m., and so prompt and 
well timed were the maneuvers carried out that the en- 
tire command was on the train two minutes ahead of 
time. Upon arriving at the armory supper was served to 
officers and men, who all enjoyed the instruction. The 
maneuvers are to be repeated in July and August. 

There is trouble in the Indiana National Guard be- 
cause Col. George M. Studebaker, of the 3d Regiment, 
was not recommissioned. Col. E. P. Thayer, of the 2d 
Regiment, was appointed to command. Officers of the 
3d resent this, and a number of them have resigned, in- 
cluding Captain Rex, A.G.; Captain Dennis, Q.M.; Cap- 
tain Hunker, C.S., and Major Barnett, Captain Rennoe 
and Lieut. J. W. Hill, surgeons, and Captain Medbury. 
It is also said that Lieut. Col. S. A. Bowman will resign. 
Colonel Bowman had charge of the 3d Regiment at the 
West Point, Ky., Army maneuvers last fall and under him 
the regiment made an excellent record. Colonel Studebaker 
entered the Service Aug. 6, 1887. He entered the Service 
of the United States for the war with Spain and was in 
command of the regiment, which was mustered in as the 
157th Indiana Volunteers. Lieutenant Colonel Bowman, 
who, it is claimed, is pushed aside to make room for 
Colonel Thayer, has been in the Service since 1888. 

The Adjutant General of Maryland has designated the 
ist Regiment to take part in the maneuvers at Manas- 
sas, Va., between Sept. 5 and 12, inclusive.

C. F. P. asks: Is it permissible for a junior officer in 
social intercourse to address his senior in rank and years 
by his family name merely? (When I served in Genera! 
Wheaton’s brigade in 1898 a 2d lieutenant of a Texas regi- 
ment, who had been Ist sergeant in the Regular Army. 
when officers met socially off duty, habitually addressed 
General Wheaton as ‘“‘Wheaton.”’ To brother officers | 
protested against this and was informed by West Point- 
ers that the young lieutenant was clearly within his 
rights as an officer on equal terms socially with any other 
officer. They did not relish his familiarity any more than 
I, but recognized his right.) (2.) Is it proper for an of- 
ficer, either militiaman or Regular, to wear a sword ex- 
cept when in command of troops? Should either walk 
the streets, enter restaurants, or ride in cars with a 
sword strapped to his hip, as is the custom among na- 
tional guardsmen here? Answer (1) It is manifestly im- 
proper, to say nothing of the lack of good breeding, for a 
junior officer of the Regular or State forces to address 
his senior in rank by his family name, instead of his of- 
ficial title, and such familiarity, even socially, in the 
Regular Service would not be tolerated, nor would it be 
in any well-disciplined State force. (2) Swords are only 
worn on duty. When worn it is an indication that the 
officer is on duty of some kind, of more or less import-~ 
ance. An officer might enter a restaurant with a sword 
on returning from, or going to, duty, and it would not 
be an impropriety, but to wear it on such an occasion 
merely for the sake of show would be unmilitary and im- 
proper.

The thermometer has a steady contract to furnish 
the caloric at 100 degrees, and if the extra three de- 
grees thrown in for good measure, each day, Sundays 
included, and the sand storms on time each afternoon 
mean anything as to the future of the Arizonians, they 
will surely need blankets if any are so unfortunate as to 
pay a visit to his Satanic Majesty after they pass over 
the great divide. 

Hot! Why the perspiration even sizzles when it drops 
on the heated sands and one’s hair curls without the 
needed assistance of a curling iron when one goes out- 
side the shade of the house, and the eyelashes kinked so 
tient one can not wink when he gets his eyes full of 
sand. 

These are facts and if there are any aoupting Thomases 
let them take a ride from Willcox station to Fort Grant 
and see the cattle dying by hundreds for want of water 
to drink. The trail leading from the post to the source 
of the water supply is lined with dead and starving bo- 
vines and it makes one’s heart bleed to see the big-eyed, 
wistful beasts staggering a.ong with lolling tongues and 
feeble step, with strength only sufficient to carry them 
off the trail. If the rain is much longer delayed there 
will not be enough water to supply the one Troop B, of 
the 5th Cavalry stationed here. To economize the water 
in the 3-inch main leading to the post, all water has been 
cut off from the post and the families are supplied from 
a small wooden reservoir at the lower end of the post. 
Water is hauled in the water-wagon to each house and 
each family is doled out their share, and that a limitea 
one.

The ice plant under the authority of the Medical De- 
partment furnishes the post with ice, and without this 
necessary cooling of the water it would be impossible to 
drink it, as the exposed pipe line from the springs to 
the post becomes so hot as to burn the hand when it 
comes in contact with the iron.
